A VANCOUVER TRAGEDY. 


A MANGLED BODY FCILIND UNDER A 
WHARF. 


Supposed to Have Neon Murdered in Re 
veoge By a0 Expressman Whom He 
Threatened to Kill — The Suspected 
Murderer Has Fled 


Vaxcovven, B.C., Mar, 1,—The firsttraco 
of Mr. W. G. Colquhoun, who’ disappeared 
mysteriously on the night of Thursday,Jan. 
28, was found Saturday afternoon about 
1,30 o'clock, when Jobn Nash, a workman 
engaged by Palmer Bros., camo on his dead 
zi ly beneath the wharves belonging to that 

rm. 

The remains were found quitea dis- 
tance back from the edge of the wharf 
underneath the planking where it could 
not be seen except by someone who 
happened to go beneath as Nash did. 
It was so far back and bebind so many 
piles that it could not possibly have been 
borne there by the tide. It had evidently 
not been distarbed since first laid there, 
and footprints lIrading to the remains 
seemed to indicate that they’ had! teen 
carried thereby aman. By no conceivable 
manner of accident could the unfortuoate 
fellow have fallen off the wharf and the re- 
mains been washed there by the ebb and 
flow of the water. There was a bluish mark 
encircling the neck, as if something had 
been pressed or drawn tight around it. 

Colquhoun canie here. from Glasgow in 

October, 1890, with $2000,but went through 
it,and had sincebeen working asa bookkeep- 
er. It svems that he had threatened to casti- 
gate one James O'Connor [an expressman 
who earned a reputation through marrying 
a girl named Edith Lyle to escape prosocu- 
tion for criminal astault) dnd who had 
grossly insulted a daughter of the'landlord 
of the Richmond Hotel where Colquhoun 
boarded. In a conversation which happen: 
ed a day or two after Colquboun’s disap- 
pearance, O'Connor is reported to have said 
in the heat of anger, ‘I have put him where 
he will never be heard from agin, and 
there are others I would like todothe 
same with.” It is a peculiar fact: that 
though O'Connor had paid his board in ad- 
vance up to February 10th, he left shortly 
after the lst, without giving any notice of 
his intention or asking fora rebate, and 
since has not been seen in the city.

In the Commons nothing ‘startling oc 
curred. Mr. Laurier was in his place, al

The debate Jasted less than two hours 
and was of {i Father tame ‘descrip- 
tion, Those taking part init were 
Mr. Northrop, . tlie sDewly- slanted membe 
for East Hastings; Mr. Bain of Soulanges, 
who is nota néw member, bul wis beaten 
at the general election, to be returned at 
the bye-election a month ago; Mr. Laurier 
and Sir John Thompson, Mi. Northrop is 
a young lawyer of Belleville. He briofly 
glanced, at the history, of the country for 
the past 25 years and thought thero were 
lessons in it which would, bery9 ad an excel 
lent guide for the epoch on which wo were 
now entoring. 

Speaking of the late Sir John A. Macdon 
ald, he said the,departed statesman was the 
embodiment of love for Canada, faith in 
Canadians and loyalty to the Crown. 

Speaking of the racial differences which 
some people told thom would ultimately 
wreck the country, he said they need have 
no fear of that kind. The parent state, 
Great Britain, was an amalgam of many 
races. When the Roma landed in the 
island there were two distinct races abiding 
there, and after the Romans came the 
Saxon, the Dane and the Norman, and the 
present inhabitants of the British Isles were 
the happy product of these races, Tho 
same would be the easo in Canada, The 
ultimate issue of the English, Irish, Scotch 
and French in this western country would 
be a grand one, ao that the racial differences 
whichysome people chose to regard as a 
dark cloud upon the horizon was really 
guaranteo of permanency and strength. 

In respect to the recent mission to Wash- 
ington) ho said “that the — mission 
was a sign that the Ministers 
sincerely desirous of increasing our tr 

tions with the United States eo 

ent with the honor and credit of Canada. 
The fact that Canada wasa British colony 
must nover be lost sight of, and that we 
must noyer discriminate against British 
goods. Their friends on the other side of 
the House misunderatood the Conservative 
attitude in regard to reciprocity, The Con- 
nervative party was not inimical to reci- 
procity, but it was opposed to unrestricted 
reciprocity.

Mr, Bain of Soulavges. 


Mr. Bain of Soulanges isa Scotchman, 
born in Edinburgh, who, when he was too 
young to know any better, drifted up the 
St, Lawrence to the transfluvian 
Quebec county of Soulanges. Here 
he taught the language of Auld 
Reekio and to-day he spoke in the Gallio 
tongue much to the disgust of his name- 
sake from Wentworth. 

Mr, Laurier's Reply. 

The leadier of the Opposition replied. 
in his happiest mood to-day, his recent ill- 
ness seeming to have substracted much of 
the vigor and fire from his tongue He 
made one or two little bursts of eloquence 
however, just as a specimen of his mettle. 
His speech was very fair and betrayed none 
of chagrin and resentment that numerous 
recent defeats might have naturally prompt- 
ed him to indulge in. 

After the usual compliments to the mover 
and seconder he expressed surprise at the 
satisfaction which the member for East 
Hastings had professed in tho country’s 
Proeperity: Ho thought that the census 

ad caused the scales to fall from the eyes 
of gentlemen opposite. There was room in 
this young land for a hundred million 
happy people. We should have six or 
seven millions now, yet the census returns 
showed that they had increased but 11 per 
cent, They had not kept the natural in- 
crease and had lost the immigrants who had 

ad to come here, entirely. 
they were all agreed upon one 
Canada required enlarged markets 
for hor products. At present she was like 
a young giant shackled and manacled. The 
hope that England would alter the policy 
to which she seemed firmly wedded in favor 
of colonial products had recently been 
rudely dashed to the ground. England,

looked out of windows as unobstructed as 
those of the Fifth-avenue Hotel 

According to the yarn of the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel Northedge he was. .shingling 
a roof in Chicago on the day when.‘'Queen’s 
Counsel Gilchrist” of Toronto, Ont., and 
London, Eng., congratulated him on being 
a baronet and heir to large estates in Som- 
ersetshire, 

Lawyer Duhamel ‘‘qticers"’ Queen'sCoun- 
sel Gilchrist. According to Mr. Duhamel 
and to the whole Northedge family Georgo 
Atwater is an ex-convict, and according to 
Mr. Duhamel alone there is no Queen's 
Counsel in Toronto!named Gilchrist, but the 
records show thata law student of that 
hame was somo time agu convicted there of 
acriminal offence. 

“If the Northedge at the Fifth-avenue 
Hotel is the man I think he is," said Mr.

Pound Net Fishing Regulations. 
An order-In-counctl has been passed 
making fishery regulations with respect 
to pound net fishing in tho fresh waters 
of the several provinces of the Dominion, 
excepting Manitoba snd the Northwest 
territories, where regulations already exieb. 
These regulations provide that no person, 
company or firm shall fish with a pound 
net withont first obtaining ao license, the 
cost of which shall be $50; the use of 
double headed pound nets Is prohibited ; 
no company, firm or person shsil use, or be 
Hcensed to use, more than five nets; no 
pound nets shall be placed at a nearer dis- 
tance than one mile apart ; Hoense shall be 
{sued only to resident British subjects who 
are the actual owners of the gear named 
in the lcense ; all nets, otc., foand being 
ilega'ly used to be confiscated ; the pots, 
pounds, bowls, hearts or tuunols of pound 
nets shall be so raised, opened or adapted 
as to admit the free passege of fish through, 
by, or out of the same, from alx o'clock on 
every Saturday aft rnoon, to six o'clock on 
each following Monday morning ; and dur- 
ing such closed time no one shall catch fish 
by any moans whatever, nor shall the pound 
neta be used or worked in such manner as 
to catch or kill avy description of fish dur- 
{ogthe annual cloee seasons which have been 
or may be sot aside by the Fisheries act or 
regalations under it, but {f any euch fish are 
unintentionally captured {n such net during 
such close soesons, they s! be liberated 
immediately thereafter,—and any fish 80 
taken, caught or killed, and vot liberated 
during aforesald ‘‘close timos” together with 
the nets or other spparatus used, shall be 
forfeited. By. “0

Pitor Mownp, N.W.'l., March 3,—In the 
Lake of the Woods country, which may be 
dercribed as wilderness of forest, rock 
and brushwood, a race of wild dogs have 


| established themsolves, and are increasing 


in numbers so rapidly that fears are enter- 
tained that the animals will. yet become 
troublesome.

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In view of the attempt which {s at pres- 
ent being mado to introduce the organiza- 
tion named above into this district, wo 
consider it deslrable—in order that those 
who may bo solicited to unite themselves 
with {t may see **both sides of the shield" — 
to reprodace the following artic'e on the 
subject from the Montreal Journal of Com: 
merce : 

Following tha defunct ‘'granger’ scheme 
{fo Oatario, which, in Ite time, inflicted se: 
rlous loss sod trouble upon its members, a 
new Yankee conception is being Introduced, 
embodylog the same principles, under the 
name of ** The Patrons of Iadustry."" So 
called ‘lodges are beiog formed in the 
smaller villages and towns of the alater 
proyince, membership being obtained on 
payment of a foo of $1.50. These lodges 
or clubs may combine for co-nperative ac- 
tion {n carrying on the manafactare of bat 
ter and cheese in thelr cwa factories, bat 
all will be brought under the control of a 
central authority. 

One project is to make aclaim on the 
government for reductions In the import 
duty ot certaln goods. 1b is also proposed 
to make an appilcation to the government 
for a loan bearing Interest at the rate of 
3 per cent per annum, with which to pay 
otf farm mortgsges. Probably ita chief 
operations wlll be, organized attempts to 
purchase supplies from country storekeep- 
ers at an advance of 124 per cont on the 
{nvolee cost of all gooas. The patronage 
of the local lodge or club, or the threatened 
withdiawal ofall custom by its members, 
{s the alteroative offered to storekeepers. 
When a storekeeper has been forced Into 
line, the society claims the right to examine 
his books, ap@ to inspect the Invoices of 
those merctiants from whom he has pur 
chase? goods, at sny time, so that the 
combination can be satisfied that the com- 
pact is being carried out and tho margin of 
Profit they have fixed, that is, 124 per 
cont., is strictly adhered to, 

The membership of the society is sald to 
have already reached 30,000. Some of 
of country traders, who have made ar- 
rangementa with the new assvclation, are 
making applications to the wholesele houses 
for blank invoices on which they can enter 
thele purchases with an advance of 16 per 
cent. in addition to the 124 por cont. fixed 
by the ‘'Patrons." O:hora wish to enter 
{nto agreements with the wholesale trade to 
overcharge their purchases 15 por cent., 10 
that they can ge. a living profit out of their 
business, These overcharges, of course, 
bolng dedaced at sottloment of tho ac: 
count, 

The scheme is bolog started by farmors, 
most of whom are withot business experi 
ence. They, undoubtedly, will atrain 
every effort to carry ont the principles of 
this new society, The movement is much 
to be deplored, as it threatens to involve 
those traders with whom this soclety deals, 
{in dishonest and dishonorable practices, 
ed they find wholesale houses so do 

cient iu ‘principle as to Ket In collusion 

with them, Although the oldor eatablieh- 
ed ho in this city and Toronto will not 
Jond themselves to any syatom of deceit by 
false invoices, some morchants will give 
thelr ald to rotallers in thelr effort to pro- 
tect themselves against so unfair and 90 
damaging a combination, on the principle 
that, against eo unjust a consplracy,—for 
so it Is regarded—any defensive tactics aro 
justifiable. Tho offect of this movement 
will be demoralizing to the trade of On- 
tarlo, 

Onur contemporary being » non-polltiocel 
journal, does not allude to the partizan 
character of the organization. 1t has been 
reported to us, on whad wo belleve to be 
reliable authority, that the mombera of 
the assoclation ara obligated to vote for 
candidates for Parliamoat who support o 
certain policy.

Mr, Meredith submitted 4 motion asking

In support of bis motion Mr. Meredith said 
he thougat it would be well if u more aeti- 
nite statement were made by the Commis- 
sioner uf Crown Lands us to the objects of 
the commission.

den, 500,000; the University Library at

The lady who gave the candle had dis- 
Appeared before the deadly character of the 
gift was discovered. It is conjectured that 
she was an agent of the Anarchists, their 
object being to destroy the building.

A Wonderfal Work of Social re- 
form in Glasgow, 

At the Municipal elections held recently 
In the clty of Glasgow, the temperance 
question was one of the most prominent in 
the controwersy. Glasgow has qalte re- 
cently extended {ts clyic boundaries, so as 
to embrace several suburbs, having a com- 
bined population of one hundred thousand, 
Tho fight through was short, but sharp, and 
resulted In the signal discomfitare of the 
liquor party. Women householders possess 
the munlclpal franchise ; the great majority 
of these worked with a will for the sobriety 
of the people, and they centributed largely 
to the temperance victory. In some of the 
districts the turning of the tables amounted 
to a social revolution. In Rutherglen, for 
example, five candidates were put forward 
on the temperance ticket, and they were 
all returned by sweepiog majorities, Ont 
ofthe total of seventy-seven members In 
the large and newly-elected clty parliament 
there are twenty-nine total abstsinors, Tho 
welght of public sentiment, as shown in 
these temporance victories ab the polls, ii 
making itself folt in different directions. 
At the Licensing Court of Appeal it bas 
been manifested fa an unlooked-for | way. 
One Important matter Is the settlement of 
the details of the new Police bill, the pro. 
visions of which are in many respects most 
drastic in the direction of conrzerving public 





the fall control of places of public amu: 
ment, and of many minor shows scattere 
about the clty —many of the latter are at 
present centres of moral corraption—the 
inspection and control of billierd-rooms and 
of gaming-houses ; the punishment of h 
bitual drunkards, so that after six con’ 
tions In any one year a lengthened Imprison- 
ment may be imposed without the option 
of a fine ; punishment of street offences, Jn- 
c'uding solicitatlon to immorality, alike by 
men and women ; penalties for street bet- 
ting ; for the publication of sporting results 
in shop windows, that gathers W crowd and 
causes obstructien ; for the holding of lot- 
terles, whether at<hurch bazaars or else 
where ; and for Sunday trading. This faa 
very comprehenslve measure, aud tho fact 
that such thorough golng enactments for 
the prevention and punishment of offences 
against social order and virtue were passed 
with a large measore of unanimity shows 
that the party of reform Is Indeed In the 
jcondant.

I speak trom experience and a thorough 
knowledge of facts when { say that no 
man who has entered the Oouncil 
for years has shown a greater 
amount of ability or capacity for work, and 
a williogaess to take his fall shore of {t, 
than has Mr. Yeomans durlog the two years 
the clty has had tho bevefit of his services. 
At matters nob that Mr. Yeomans resldos In 
another Ward; ho has considerable property 
interests in Muroey Ward. 1b Is not, how- 
eyer, 8 quostlon of Wards, but a question 
of the whole city, which should be conald: 
ered, Mr, Yeomans, I know, doos not ssek 
the position,and [ am sure will not be thank- 
fal to me for thus velng his namo without 
his kaowledge or consent ; and my excuse 
{s,that in this partloular crials in the history 
of the city, the best available talent should 
besenttotho City Council tosteor us through 
our present difficulti I thiak, too, that 
the Board of Trade and the City Council 
should thoroughly ondorstand each othor 
and I think it desirab'e that as many as pos 
tible of the former should hold seats at the 
Oouncll Board. In this way many quos 
tlons effecting the general interests of th 
elty, which may be discossod from time to 
time in the Boord of Trade, can be brought 
before the Oounc!l and dealt with by that 
body. Mr. Yoomans is au active meinbor 
of the Board of Trade, and as auch would 
be of double value {n tho Olty Oouncil.

Not Likely 2bAat the British Parliament 
Wl be Dissolved for Some Time, 
Loxpox, March 6,—The Sunday Sun 
says that the fact that the Government is 
allowing nome of its supporters to go abroad 
for several weeks indicates (hat it does not 
intend to dissolve Parliament yet awhile: 
“The whole tendency of parliamentary 
opinion,” The Sun continues, “is that the 
eneral clections will be postponed until 
Suly and perhaps November 
“Tt is believed that Mr. Gladstono prefers 
that the elections should be postponed un. 
til July, because an election in the middle 
of the pacliarentary session Would compel 
him to produce his bills hurriedly and risk 
the disaster which resulted from the break- 
neck pace that he was compelled to pursue 
in 1886. He will probably take months in- 
stead of weeks to prepare his Home Rule 
bill and to carefully study every detail of 
the measure, Therefore the Liberals have 
been enjomed not to press the Government 
to dissolve Parliament,” 


To Make Herself Solid. 

Loxpox, March 6.—In the House of 
Commons there was « long-continued de- 
bate on the proposition to vote £20,000 
for a survey for a railway line from Mom- 
basa to Victoria Nyanza, in Britisly East 
Africa. 

Sie Willian Vernon-Harcourt declared 
thatif the proposed railway was built it 
would soon be torn up by the natives and 
that it would require a soldier to be placed 
every hundred yards along the line 
to prevent it from being destroyed. He 
ridiculed the idea that the railroad would 
extend the influevce of the missionaries in 
Africa, who, he said, would be following a 
band of filibusters. 

Right Hon, George Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, supported the projects 
He sail that the railroad would be an in- 
valuable aid in supprossing the slave trade, 
which undoubtedly existed in these regiona. 

Mr. Balfour movod the application of the 
closure rule, which Wag adopted. 

The credit asked for was then granted by 
a vote of 206 to 126.

NEGROES AND. ITALIANS FIGHT AT | 
THE FALLS. 


Bad Blood Between Navvies Employed 
on the Tnopel Kesults Ina Terrible 
Tragedy—Many Kullets That Found 
Billets the Marderers Taken Into 
Custody. 


NAGAR Fauts, Ont.; March 8,—Dhere 
&re some 600 or 700 navvies employed on the 
construction of the great tunnel at the 
American side of the river at the Falls, 
composed principally of negroes and 
Italians imported to the village especially 
for the work. 

Frequent fights between'the two races 
have ovcurréd, and the village police being 
unable to cope ‘with the gang, respectable 
residents haye lived in a state of terror. 

Affairs culminated last night when three 
negroes made a raid on o shanty 
occupied by some Italians near shaft No. 2 
for the purpose of securing a kep of t 
possession of the latter,

Tualian is dead and several others wounded,

INSPEGTOR MEWBURN DEAD. 


Hamilton's Well-Known Castoms Officer 
Passes Away Unexpectedly, 

Hasiurox, March 8.—Customs Inspector 
Thomas C. Mewburn died at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday at his residence, Main-street west. 
His death was quite unexpected. Mr. 
Mewburn had beeu ailing for about two 
months, bis health having foes impaired by 
an attack of the prevailing influenza, Last 
evening he so far recovered as to be able to 
come downstairs to tea, and he was then 
quite cheerful and bright. During the 
night, however, alarming symptoms set in; 
his condition rapidly grew worse and he 
died at 4 o'clock. The cause of his death 
was heart failure. 

Mr. Mewburu was born in Whitby, Eng., 
Jan, 8, 1822, He was the youngest son of 
the late Dr. Mewbarn of Stamford, Ont. 
In'1845 he was appointed? collector of cus- 
toms at Port Colborne, but resigned the 
position in 1852, and, coming to Hamilton 
engaged. in the banking business. 
October, 1875, he was appointed to the po- 
sition of Customs Inspector, which he hald 
to his death. 

Mr. Mewburn was twice married. His 
first wife was Miss Jane Gourlay Hamilton, 
daughter of the late Hon. Robert Hamilton 
of Kingston, When slic died she left one 
daughter, now Mra. J. W. Young of Carry- 
ing Place, near Trenton, Ont. His, second 
wife (who survives him) was Mrs, Baker of 
this city, a daughter of Dr. B. S, Gory, 
formerly of Wellington, Ont. ‘Tho oo 
issue of the second marriage is Sidney C. 
Mewburn, barrister, of this city

Now we know 
how auch more caro would be exercised 
were the question again to arise, 1 am sure 
the House would fev! that the Government 
have tekon time by the forelook In endoa- 
vorlng to procure a sottloment of the 
Reueeacive botween Alaska and Brittsh 
Columbia, before international complica- 
tions of a serious charac‘er might arlsv. 
Thoro is iu British Oolumbls a country rich 
fo mineral wealth, and every day tho quea- 
tlon fs deferred the greater is the danger, 
and 1 am sure the House will rejoice that 
‘ab last means have been taken between the 
Government of this country and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to amicably 
settle this question, Another question 
that has agitated the minds of the people 
of the maritime portions of Ontario as well 
az the people of othor parts of the province 
{s the question of reciproolty {n wrecking 
and salvage. We all know that tho ex!at- 
fog state of the law has for years been a 
burden to the vessel owners and a diagrace 
to the nincteenth century. It appears al- 
moatinorediblethata veasel should be wreck- 
ed, and although men were prepared and 
wore willing and ready to aave the cargo, 
the property should be allowed to be lost 
before the very eyes of those people simply 
on account of the present state of interna- 
tional Jaw, which prevented them fae 
Ing, because they did not happen to belong 
to the right nationality, The queation has 
been roferred to a commission and it fs ex- 
pected that a satisfactory arrangoment will 
soon be entered Into, the American Goy- 
ernment haying at last conceded the point 
contonded for by our Government, and ab 
the same time the question of towing and 
customs should be settled as well. Arrange 
ments, we ore Informed, have been entered 
into for the appointment of an International 
commission to report on various questions 
as to the fisherles, Questions have arisen 
between the two countries owing to waters 
tying between them, For years our olose 
season in Cansdlan waters has been rigidly 
observed. The Government has done all 
jn its power to proserve tho fish for the 
fishormen ; but *%o a great extent thelr 
efforts have been neutralized by the fact that 
certain waters and rivers Ile partially 
{in the United States and partially in the 
Dominion, and our regulations have no ef- 
fect over the American fishermen. So it 
occurred that while on the one side our 
fishermen were hampered by those regula- 
tions, suitable and proper enough for the 
preservation of the fish, their effect was 
absolutely destroyed because the Ameri- 
cins fished almost without restriction. 
Within certain quarters, for example, on 
St. John River, there ars atrict regulations 
with respect to the pollution of the streams 
by the saw-mills ; but no such regulations 
prevail on the other aslde of the line, In 
regard to the Lake of the Woods a question 
has arisen of interest to both countries. 
Abound the shores of the lake in both coun 
tries there have been a number of Indians 
living, about one thousand in this country, 
and three thousand in the United States, 
Obr Government recognized the necessity 
of supporting and endeavoring to promote 
the interests of tho Indlans. But unfortu- 
nately the buffalo having vanished, thelr 
means of subsistence his rapidly disap- 
peared and tho preservation of the fish is, 
therefore, an important question In the 
interests of the Indian popolation, Now, 
however, the American Government have 
agreed with our Government to aasiat them 
{n regulating the fishing and preserving the 
fish in the whole lake. No effective moa- 
sure could be carried out by this Govern. 
ment alone, and this House will rejoice nob 
only that the question of the pollution of 
the streams, but also this question in regard 
to the preservation of the fishing in the 
Lake of the Woods, in which our Indian 
Popalation are directly interested, havo 
beon amicably settled with the Guvernment 
of the United States, in a manner which 
will prove In the interest of both partles. 
No doubt the leader of the Opposition, in 
referring to this claus» with which I have 
been dealing, will polnt out that {b 1s quite 
a4 remarkable for what ib omits as for what 
itcontatns, No doubt he will call attention 
to the fact that {t contains no reference to 
the proceedings in view of freer trade rela: 
tions with which the visit of tho Minlsters 
to Washington has been commonly con 
nected. But lam sure the members of the 
House feel confident that, whon in due 
time the Ministers engaged in that daty 
bring their report before the House, {t will 
be found that the Ministers on golng to 
Washington have carrled ont falthfully the 
pledges made to the country, that they had 
honeatly and seriously striven toxsecurefreér 
trade relations with the United States: and 
T haye no doubt, it will be found that {a‘all 
their negotiations, and in all the discueslons 
sod proceedings of the conféerenge, our 
Ministers have invariably kept a keen eye 
on the honor of Canada, and I am sure ib 
will be found, and the House will refolce 
when such appears, that whatever overtures 
were made, Her Majesty’a Minleters tn 
Canada never forgot that this country is a 
British colony poasosilng » loyal people, 
aod that all negotiations must be basod on 
thls principle, that we will nover discrim- 
inate asgatoet Britlah goods, In offerlag 
thoae remarks I speak not with the authority 
of one of Hor Majesty's Ministors, bub as 
4 humble member of the House and a wem- 
ber of the Conservative party, who has that 
confidence In the Ministry of tho day as 
‘© belleve that the pollcy just mentioned 
will bo the policy carried out by thom.

I would like 
to rou ind thom that whilo they point with 
price to the fast that iu former days thoro 
was a reo!procity treaty and that this coun 
try was prorpirous under reciprocity, w-, 
the Coneeryative pyrty, #gree that there 
was a reciprocity treaty and prosperity did 
reign in that time ; bat we are notlynorant 
of this further fact, that there were other 
causes oxisting at that time, which do not 
exist now, wh ch may fully ecoount for the 
prosperity. For, without professing to en 
umerate all the causes of duferonce between 
that day and this, sure'y no one can havo 
watched tho bul'ding of railwayo and falled 





to ucderstard the effect on the position of 
the pecplo of the bullding of tho Grand 
Truuk Railway, which was commenced a: 
about that time. Reciprocity waa secured 
in 1854, and [can well underatend how a:l 
the people, Conservatives and Reformers, 
sgrocd chat reciprocity was necessary, bo- 
cause the United States was the natural 
market, and in fact, apart from the home 
market was the only market, becauge there 
were not then means of communication with 
the seaboard and between Great Britain 
and this country, to enable our people to 
send their products to another lend even If 
they had so desired. During that time also 
otheprailways were built, the Great Weet- 
ernand the Northern, Again, the Crimean 
war broke out, during which thousands of 
men weré called to arms by the great na- 
tious of the world, and they had to be fed ; 
and inasmuch as the North-West was ua- 
opened, and the Westera States had not 
sprupg {nto existence, and Egypt and the 
Argentine republic as grain producers were 
unknown, we found a steady demand for 
all we could produce, Thas the Crimean 
war was a cause which existed then, aud 
does nob exist now. - We know, too, that 
very shortly after tho war terminated tho 
great rebellion in the adjoining republic 
commenced, a rebellion during which hun- 
dreds of thousands of the citizens were 
taken from thelr homes, taken from tholr 
famillos, taken from the fields they had 
been tilling, and had to be euppor:ed by 
their respective Governments. Ib ts true 
that, while through the olvil war the de- 
mand for agricultural products increased, 
the supplies fell off, These were excep- 
slonal ocourrences which would not arise if 
we had unrestricted reciprocity to-morrow ; 
but, Sir, it may not be out of place to re 
mind this House that even during the years 
of plenty, when we enjoyed not only reci- 
procal trade but the exceptional advansges 
to which I have just alluded ; even daring 
these years of pienty came the horribly 
lean year of 1867, There are probably 
some gentlemen present in this House who 
will remember the distress which prevailed 
auring that yoar. 1 hope I will not be undor- 
stoudas lmputing for onemomentto the reci- 
procity treaty of thab day the evils and 
misfor:uoes of the year 1867. 1 refer to 
that sadly memorable year in order to show 
that a reciprocity treaty is not a sovereign 
remedy against all the depression which 
may prevail in the country, and I merely 
wish to pofot out that even among years of 
plenty under 6 reciprosity treaty, we had 
® year of terriblo distress. Now, Sir, with- 
out referring longer to this question of un- 
restricted reciprocity, | pass on nd call 
the attention of the House to the notice 
taken by His Excellency of tho appoint 
ment of a commission in order to investi- 
gate the working of the Oivil Service Act.

en expended a sum of $23,070 on what was 
called a commercial room, on the laundry 
building and on the engine room, making a 
total on buildings of $160,487, 

Then there was a series of itoms under the 
head of ‘Equipment,” as follows: Water sup- 
yand fire protection $25,411, ae 
472, heating $20,850, lighting and ventila- 
tion $15,000, a total of $63,533. Thus a build- 
ing which ‘the Legislature bad absolutely 
bound them down to an expenditure of 
$120,000 had actually cost the country in the 
neighborhood of $220,000, Mr. Meredith 
read the provisions of the statute, in 
which it is definitely laid down that 
no expenditure exceeding $120,000 could be 
incurred, except by order in council to be 
approved by the House, Mr, Meredith 
furtber pointed out that the report of the 
bursar of the Uviversity showed that the 
suny of $157,000 bad Leen “overdrawn” from 
the Bank of Commerce. He confessed be 
could not quite understand this item, but it 
looked fo him as if the Mivister had borrow- 
ed this sum from the University, 

Hon. Mr. Ross began his reply by 
o sarcastic allusion to Mr, Mere- 
dith’s interest in Upper Canada College. 
He theu went into s glowing picture of the 
splendid position Upper Canada College now 
occupied. The sito bad cost some $17,000 
more than they bad expected it would cost, 
and the expense of clearing itand putting it 
inorder bad been large, but the property 
was triple the value of the sum that bad 
been paid for it. He admitted that the cost 
of the building had exceeded the sum of 
$120,000, but the excess had been met out of 
funds accumulating to the credit of 
Upper Canada College. Ho held that 
while they were held down by sta- 
tute as to the cost ofthe building, there 
Was no limit to what they couli spend on 
equipment, It was a matter of opiniou 
what came under the heading of equipment. 
Mr, Meredith might bold tbat water ser- 
vices, plumbing, beating and lighting did not 
cone under the heading of equipment, but 
he (Mr. Ross) held a contrary opinion and 
his view was shared by experts. He ther 
went on to congratulate the House on the 
fact that Upper Canada College was at 
length self-supporting. This year there 
would be o surplus of $4000 ‘or §5000. 
He explained the overdraft from the 
Bank of Commerce by saying that it 
wos 4 mero matter of bookkeeping. 
Instead of selling the property of the trust 
they had borrowed from the bank, or rather 
overdrawn their account, to that extent on

The cabinet meeting yesterday waa of a 
most in tan haracter, notwiths ling 
the a Secretaries Blaine, Foster 
and 2} The entire seasion of two 
hours was devoted to the consideration 
the Behring ueastion in gene 
Lord Salisbury’s last communication in op 
position to a renewal of the modus vivendi 
of last year in particular. ‘The President and 
every momber of the Cabinet present par 
ticipated in the discussion, and the opinion 


was unanimous that the position assumed 
by the British Government was untenable 
and not justified by the condition of the 
sealing industry. ‘The argumont was made 
that the opening of Behring Sea for the 
present season to the indiscriminate slaugh 
of neala hy poachers would undoubtedly 
sult in serious —{njury, if-not total de 
struction, of the industry, and thus defeat 
the very object sought in the negotiations 
between the two'countries, 

It wan therefore decided to insist on a 
modus vivendi somewhat similar to that of 
last year, having for its object the protec 
tion of the seal fisheries by the. joint action 
of Great Britain and the United States 
pending the settloment of the questions at 
issue by arbitration. 

A Talk With Pauncefote, 

Late this afternoon Sir Julian Paunce 
fote, the British Minister, had a conference 
with Mr. Wharton, who is acting Secretary 
of State, during-which the latter delivered 
tothe British Minister, the reply of this 
Government to Lord Salisbury’s ‘note de- 
clining to renew the modus vivendi. This 
reply reiterates the position of this Govern- 
mont and insists on a renewal of the modus 
vivendi of 1891 for the coming season, It 
is understood that Sir Julian Pauncefote 
cabled the entire text of the note to Lord 
Salisbury this evening. 

As one of the results of the Cabinet meet- 
ing to-day the President sent to the Senate 
the Behring Sea Arbitration Treaty, where 
it was considered in executive session for 
an hour and referred to the Committee on 
ForeighR elations. 

The President's letter, which came with 
the documents, was simply one of trans- 
mittal without suggestion or recommenda- 
tion. 

The text of the treaty was read in full 
and a concise explanation of its terms and 
of the necessities of the caso was made in 
behalf of the administration by one of the 
acnators. 

When he had concluded there followed 
an animated but not acrimonious discussion 
of the document. It soon became apparent 








that the treaty was to receive severe 
and formidable opposition in its 
consideration. This opposition took 


scveral forms, and there were at least 
three different views of the subject. 


Opposed to Arbitration. 


On the one hand a body of senators re- 
sented bitterly the idea of ratifying any 
arbitration treaty, They held the right 
ofthe United States to the waters ac- 
quired from Russia was beyond question 
and that it would be a cowardly surrender 
on the part of this Government for it to 
consent to submit its right to the uncer- 
tain decision of foreign arbitrators. 

Attention was algo called to the fact that 





one of the three  forel) arbitrators, 
who would really hi in their 
hands the final decision of the 


questions at issue, would be the subject of a 
power with which our relations are very 
much strained, meaning Italy. 

A Distinct Gain to Uncle Sam. 


A considerable number of the Senators 
appeared to believe that the approval of 
the treaty would be a distinct gain in the 
diplomatic battle inasmuch as it committed 
Great Britain to reo. tion of the fact that 
the United States had a claim to jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of Behring Sea under 
the Russian title, a point which she has 
heretofore steadily refused to allow. 


Bellicose Senators, 


A third party thought the treaty should 
not be approved finally without the ad- 
dition of a clause renewing the modus 
vivendi. 

Indecd there was manifested a general 
fecling of. disappointment growing out of 
the refusal of the British Government to 
accede to the request of this Government 
in that respect, and some senators took the 

round that while the treaty might safely 

ratified by the Senate the administration 
should be instructed, in the event of the 
continued refusal of the British Govern- 
ment to ensure the protection of 
the seals during the course of the arbitra- 
tion, the vessels of the United States 
should seize overy offending vessel without 
regard to nationality. They announced 
that if trouble resulted from the adoption 
of this course they were prepared to full 
support the administration in taking al 
necessary 5! to give effect to existing 
laws of the United States for the protection 
of seals. 

After the discussion had progressed in 
this strain for hour, on motion of tho 
chairman (Sherman) the treaty was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, 











Orrawa, March 9,—Minister of Marine 
Tupper stated to your correspondent to- 
day that the chief contention against the 
renewal of the modus vivendi in Behring 
Sea was that it was not necessary for the 

reservation of seal lifensis held by the 

Jnited States. Pelagic ing did not 
threaten the extinction of the seal as al- 
leged, the only danger of extermination ly- 
ing in the wholesale slaughter which had 
been carried on by the natives and Alaska 
company on the rookeries or breeding 
grounds, 

Mr. Gordon, M.P. for Nanaimo, said 
that the idea of the British cruisers doing 
police duty for the protection of the Alaska 
company in Behring Sea was absurd and 
should be denounced. I the Alaska 
company kept faith last year and restrict- 
ed their catch to the number limited by the 
agreement entered into by Great Britain 
and the United States there might be some 
grounds to justify a renewal of the modus 
vivendi this season, although he doubted 
whether pelagic sealing in the least endan- 
gered tho seal fisheries or threatened them 
with extinction, as had been contended in 
cortain quarters.

PREMIER DEBOUCHERVILLE 


Brief Sketch of Hov. Charles De Boucher- 
ville and His Cabinet, 

Hon. Charles E, B. De Boucherville, 
M.D,, is descendant from Lieut. -General 
Pierro Boucher, Sieur de Grosbois, Governor 
of Three Rivers in 1653 and founder of the 
soigniory of Boucherville. He is a son of 
the late Hon. P. Boucher de Boucherville, 
a member of the Legislative Council of Can- 
ado. He was born at Boucherville on May 
4, 1822, and educated at St, Sulpice College, 
Montreal. He pursued his medical studies 
at Paris, where he graduated. His first en- 
trance into public Jifo was in 186], when 
he was clected to the Canadian Assembly 
from Chambly, and ho conainued to ri 
rent the county until Confederation. 
In July, 1867, he was appointed a member 
of the Legislative Council of Quebec, 
which seat he has ever since held. He was 
a member of the Executive Council from 
July, 1867, until February, 1873, and was 
entiusted with the formation of » new 
Cabinet on the resignation of Mr, Quimet— 
a duty which he successfully accomplished 
on Sept. 22, 1874. He continued in office 
until March, 1878, when his Government 
was dismissed by Mr, Letellier, He was 
called to the Senate in February, 1879.

Woll-Known Torontonian Dead, 

Tonoxro, March 10.—Ex-Mayor James 
E. Smith died yesterday at his residence, 
Wellesley-street after a prolonged illness in 
his Glat year.

From the returns compiled by Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping, It appears that in the 
year 1891,there were launched In the United 
Kingdom 641 steamers of 878 363 tons, and 
181 aniling vessels of 262, 463 tons, or a total 
of 822 vessels of 1,130,816 tons. Theso 
figures do not inclu*e warships. Oontrary 
to the more or lees general opinion fn this 
cobntry that steamships are destioed to 
completely supereede sailing vosscls, the 
returns show that the number of ssiling 
vessels built, as compared to the number 
propelled by steam, {a relatively Incresalng 
year by year, and during the present yoar 
It is thought that the increase will be still 
more pronouaced. In December, 1889, 10 
per cent. only of the vessels under con- 





struction In the United Kingdom were 
“‘salling ;"{n 1890, 15 per cent., and fn 
1891, no les than 26 per cent. Thisshows

Brookiyy, N.Y., March 6, 1892,—The 
congregation at the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
this morning’sang with fervor this hymn :

The cedan of Lebanon is a royal; tree, 
It stands éix thousand féet dbovd the’ Tevel 
of the sea.. A missionary counted the von- 
centric circles, and found one, treo, thirty- 
five hundred - years old-tong rooted, broad 
branches, all the yetr in luxuriant, foliage, 
The same branches that /bentiti ‘the hurri- 
cane that David’ saw sweeping over 
Lebanon, rock to-day over the head of 
the American traveller, This modmitch 
of the forest, with its leafy fingers, plucks 
the honors of;-a thousand years, anil 
sprinkles them upon its own uplifted brow, 
as though some great hallelujaly ofr Héaven 
had been pianted upon Lebandnj< amb it 
were rising up with all its long-armed 
strength to take hold of the hills whence it 
came. Oh! what arine place for birds to 
nest in! In hot days thoy come thither— 
the eagle, the dove, the swallow, the spar- 
row, and the raven. There is to many of us 
a complete fascination in tho structure and 
habits of birds. They seem not moro of 
earth than Heaven—ever vicillating be- 
tween the two. No wonder that Audubon, 
with his gun, tramped through all of the 
American forests, in search of new speci« 
mens. Geologists have spent years ip 

finding the track of a bird’s claw in the 
new red sandstone. There is enough: of 
God's architectare in a snipe’s bill or & 
grouse’s foot to confound ‘all the universi- 
ties. Musicians have, with clefs and bars, 
tried to.catch the sound of the nightingale 
and robin. Among the first things that a 
child notices is a swallow at the caves ; and 
grandfather goes out with a handful of 
crumbs to feed the snow-birds, The, Bible 
is full of ornithological-allusions. The birds 
of the Bible are not dead and stuffed, like 
those of the museum, but living birds, with 
fluttering wings and pluinage. ‘*Behold:the 
fowls ot the air,” says Christ. “Though 
thou exalt thyself as tho eagle, and though 
thou set thy nest among the stars, thence 
will I bring theo down,” exclaims Obadiah. 
“Gaveat thou the goodly wings unto the 
peacock? says Job. David describes his 
desolation by saying, “I am like a peli- 
can of the wilderness; I am like on 
owl of the desert; I) watch and am 
as a sparrow alone upon the house- 
top.” ‘Yea, the stork in the Heaven 
knoweth her appointed Lime; and the turtle, 
and the crane, and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but my people know 
not the judgmont of the Lord.” So saya 
Jeremiah. 

Exzckiel in my text intimates that Christ 
is the cedar, and the people from all 
quarters are tho birds that lodge among 
the branches. ‘It shall be a goodly cedar, 
and under it shall dwell all fowl of every 
wing.’ Asin Ezekiel’s time, so \now— 
Christ is a goodly cedar, and to him are 
flying all kinds of people—young and old, 
rich and poor; men high-soaring as the 
éagle, thoxo fierce as the raven, and those 
Gentle as the dove. ‘‘All fowl of every 
wing.” 

First, the young may come. Of the 
eighteen hundred and ninety-two years that 
have passed since Christ came, about six- 
teen hundred have been wasted by the 
good in misdirected efforts. Until Robert 
Raikes camo, there was no organized ef- 
fort for saving the young. We spent all 
our strength trying to bénd old trees, 
whon a little pressure would have been 
sufficient for the sapling. We let men 
go down to the very bottom of sin before 
woe try to liftthemup. It is a great deal 
easior to keep @ train on thé track than 
to get it on when it is off. The experi-

Tutor Morland, the Bogus Widow, Gets 10 
reint Hard Labor, 

Lonpox, Mareh 12.— Arlargé crowd, com- 
prising mo 
able society, assembled in the Central 
Criminal. Court, Old Bailoy, Friday to listen 
to the trial. of Maitland ‘Francis Morland, 
the aged Oxford tutor, who was accused 
of attempting té blackmail members of the 
nobility. 

When Morlatid was attaigned he pleaded 
guilty of attempting’ to extort iéney from 
Karl Ritséell. 

Tho prisoner waa sentenced to 10 years’ 
penal servitude, There is hardly: a ques- 
Lion that this is equivalent to life sentence, 
for Morland is now 65 years old. 

Prior to tho passing of the sentence Mor- 
land made a mos’ cloquent appeal to the 
court asking for mercy, He said: “I wish 
to state that I mn entirely to lame in this 
matter, My wife ard childrch ure entirely 
innocent. My wife never read ‘the letters I 
wrote. I alsoewish to say, in justice to 
Oxford University, that my house was con- 
ducted on the strictest moral principles, as 
undergraduates oan testify.” 

‘The prisoner under the bame of Maitland 
and Morland wrote toa number of young 
members of'the nobility representing him- 
self as a Young 4nd fascinating widow, who, 
for a money consideration, waa willing to 
assume immoral relations with them. 

Durihg the" appieal» for ‘mercy ‘Maitland 
sobbed bitterly, \He begged the judge to 
allow him to die in the mite of his family 
instead of in prison. 

Justice Smith said the enormity of Mor- 
land’s"trime was tncreased by the letter he 
had' written to Earl Russell's fiance, Miss 
Scott. The phiishment he might inflict 
for the offence was penal servitude for life, 
but that he would not do, Taking every- 
thing into account, the prisoner's age and 
other, cireymstances, he could not simpose a 
more lenicnt sentence than ten yedra’ penal 
wervitude.

Almost before the tremblings caused by 
the mighty explosion had died entirely 
away inhabitants began to rush from 
their dwellings, and crowds of excited 
men and nen and children, the faces 
of all blanched with the horror which 
poesesead them, flocked to the mouth of the 
fatal pit, down which t 
fore miners had been lowe © begin their 
dreary and  Inborious work in the 
bowels of the earth. Almost covery 
family in the whole placo had a 
relative or friend among the men 
employed in the mine and not a person in 
all the mining settlement but experienced 

a thrill of fear for the safety of some loved 
one when the ominous vuplieaval bore to 
their minds forebodings of their dauger. 

The scene around the pit soon became 
one of great excitement and anguished 
piteous shrieks and cries resounded 
on every side, as wos at first 
thought that every iu the mine had 
been killed - 

Women in the surging crowd were 
especially loud in their lamentations as 
they realized that an awful explosion would 
likely bercavo them of husbands, sons, 
fathers, brothers or sweethearts. 

Searching for the Slain 

Just as soon as the overpowering and 
deadly fumes, which had been rushing up 
tho shaft in stifling volumes, bad 
been “lissipated and it was thought 
that the pit. could be entered with some 
degree of safety a willing band of hundreds 
of braye men volunteored to descend into 
the abyss. aud commence the work of rescu 
ing those of thicir companions, if any, who 
might have survived disaster or bear- 
ing the blackened and torn bodies of kiiléd 
to ‘the surface. Arrangements © wore 
quickly completed for making a thorough 
search of all the chambers and galleries in 
the mine and the first batch of rescuers 
were lowered down the shaft amid chee rs 
and prayers from bewailing women that 
their gallant efforts might result in restor- 
ing the imprisoned men to the aris of their 
familics. 

The searchers had to proces(| with much 
caution, as the huge piles of debris which 
continually barred their passage had to be 
first removed before any advance could be 
made, and their own lives were always 
menaced by the possible fall of immense 
masses of coal from roof and walls, which 
had been considerably weakened by the 
terrific force of the explosion. 

‘There was # long interval of waiting and 
suspense before a signal was received from 
below by watchers at the mouth of the pit 
that the rescuers bad reached some of the 
miners and were ready to havo them hoisted 
up 

The cries,"Pprayers and shrieks of the 
anguished crowd were redoubled as the mon 
at tho windlasses at length comploted 
their work and the limp and black forms of 
from 30 to 40 of the poor inen were dis. 
closed to the straining eyes of the weeping 
multitudes. 

All the victims were either dead or bad- 
ly injured, and the face of each was fear- 
fully disfigured. Their countenances were 
smeared with blood and were completely 
black from volumes of smoke and 
dust which followed the explosion and 
were swollen out of all proportions. A 
prmetiawresy cridameimaust thar swept 
through the mineas the hair, beards and 
eyelashes of all the unfortunate men had 
beon completely burned off, and in addition 
to cruel cuts and bruises they had received 
their bodies were horribly burned, 

Kind hands bore the Victims from the 
lace and the wounded men, groaning piti- 
ully ut every atep taken by their carriers, 

and followed by their sorrowing friends, 
weretenderly conveyed to the infirmary, 
which had been got in readiness for recep- 
tion of a large number of patients which it 
was known would soon tax all the resources 
of the institution. A large staff of doctorsand 

Nurses had already arrived at the infirm: 
ary when the first batch of blackened and 
disfigurad humanity was carried into the 
place and ull necessary medicines and in- 
struments were lying at hand ready to be 
used for the alleviation of the wounded men’s 
sufferings 

The crowd surrounding the mouth of the 
pit had constantly increased asthe day 
wore on and news of the catastrophe spread 
throughout the surrounding country. Peo- 
ple flocked from every direction and soon 
the place was packed with « mass of strug- 
gling, vociferating men and women, all 
endeavoring to get nearer the pit’s mouth 
and catch a glimpsé of the mutilated forms 
as they were slowly hauled up the shaft 
All were desperately anxious to gajn the 
slightest information in regard to the safety 
of relatives and friends, but.in the great 
confusion and excitement which existed na 
definite or reliahIé news could be ob- 
tained 

A Crowd of 8u & Humanity. 

A large force of gendarm which had 
been hurried to the scene when the authori. 
ties learned of the ‘disaster, were almost 
unablo to cope with the unreasoning crowd, 
and. it was only with the greatest difficulty 
that they were, able to force a 
passage through the dense mass when-

The crowd was mad with grief, and 
women, young and old, sobbing and shriek- 
ing in a most ‘heaitrending manner, 
struggled with all the energy of despair to 
force their way to the narrow human lane 
and catch a glimpse of the men as each suc 
batch of blackened bodies was 
carried through.

This is, however, by 
many nob believed to be the fact, as he was 
a man who usoally kept about his person 
of house bub small sums of money, If, 
however, he had money Se his person {Ib 
must haye been burned with the clothing. 
The acene of the fire has been visited by 
many and the surroundings carefully scrud- 
nized, and everything points {n the direo- 
tlon that the deceased met his death in the 
manner described by us In yesterday’s 
{ssue. A large number of witnesses havo 
been summoned to attend the inquest, and 
evorything will be done vo bi out the 
facta of the caso. Dr. Youker will be the 
coroner.

Preparations were, being made to carry

A fow minutes later au immense column 
of flame shot through the ventilator 
shaft, piercing the thick clouds of smoke 
that were overhanging the shaft 

For a great distance around the country 
was illuminated to almost the brightness of 
day by the vastcolumn of fire pouring out 
of the mine. Theengine house and other 
buildings near by were destroyed. 

Horror Upon Horror 

Water was thrown into the burning pit, 
but before it had descended any distance it 
was converted into steam aud escaped with 
a tremendous roaring noise, which added to 
the horror of the situation, 

The scenc has seldom if ever been equal- 
led in the mining districts of Belgium. 

All the heavy machinery at the mouth of 
the pit was destroyed and fell crashing 
down the shaft, This noted asa damper 
against the flames ascending the shaft” to 
the surface and thereafter but little fire 
could be seen, but it could be heard roaring 
and secthing through the galleries far below 
the surface, 

The total number of theZdead colliers is 
251; of thisnumber it is estimated 170 were 
burned alive. 

The calamity has crushed the entire 
Charleroi district, 

Brossers, March 14.—According to a re- 
port on the Anderluis m ne disaster 63 per- 
sons were unhurt, 20 injured and 153 were 
killed.

At the adjourned inquest ji ho death of 
May Hunter, who was found dead, tied:to 
the bed in her bagnio, George Sintth, pave 
evidence that he saw deceased at 8 o'clock 
the night before she was found dead! 
Hunter wanted witness to leail her $20 to 
go to Victoria or Seattle to'ger girls for her 
place. The Hunter woman told witness! 
ahe had only $22, and wonld have'to pay 
tho girls’ fare over and did not want to be 
short. May Hunter offered witness | 
diamond rivg worth $60 for a loonef 
money. .Witvess said he told the Hunter 
wotnan he had no money to lend, but would, 
give hor some in the morving. Witness 
was on his way next morning to give May 
Hunter the money when he Asean sho was 
dead. 

Chief Houston stated in his evidente that 
the appearance of the body, bed clothing 
and room indicated a considerable struggle, 
which might have lasted several hours/be 
fore her death. Near the bed ofthe de- 
ceased was a bottle labeled ‘‘listerine.” 

Physicians do not credit the theory that 
May Hunter was despatched by chloroform. 
Dr. C.J. Fagan,who held the p st mortem, 
said he could find no traces of it. It she 
had died of chloroform her features would 
have been placid after death, but the fea- 
tures were distorted, which was pretty 
conclusive evidence that death wagehot 
Gaused by ‘chloroforni=sDr, IML BtoLeah, 
who saw tho body before it was cold, sub- 
stantiated his associate, Dr. Fagan. Dr. 
McLean does not place credit in the chloro: 
form theory, but is inclined to the theory 
that the deceased was murdered by sulfoca- 
tion.

Missionary Meetings. 


Rov. Dr, Sutherland and Rev, Dr. Wench 
at Bridge 8t. Church, 


Missionary meetings were held yesterday 
in Bridge stroet Methodistcharch. At the 
morning service Rey. Dr, Sutherland, Seo- 
retary of the Missionary Soclety, preached 
an eloquent sermon, In the evening the 
Rov. gentleman and Rey, Dr, Wrench, of 
England, gave addresses on missionary 
work. The latter related his experience, 
how when 22 years of age he gave himself 
to this work and was sent to the western 
portion of India, where he labored for ten 

ears with success. The Hindoo, he stated, 
fea faculties which were wonderfally sus: 
ceptible to the gospel. Thoy were also, as 
arale, an Intelligent people, having ex- 
cellent memories and were eager to learn. 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland gave a lengthy ad- 
dress, showing what had been accomplished 
in missionary work during the pat century. 
Fifty years ago it was feeble, but to-day tt 
promises to dwarf all othor religlous work. 
In 1791 John Wesley died, and two years 
later Willlam Carey started for Indias, and 
engaged in the work of evangelizlug the 
heathen. To-day some $1,000,000 is given 
by the various chnrches for this work. The 
word of God has been translated into a great 
many langusges. Thousands are engaged in 
the glorious work, and the converts can be 
counted by millions. In heathen countries 
churches have been established in great 
nombers, schools erected and even colleges, 
which are conducted by christian teachers. 
Everywhere throughout heathendom ohris- 
tianity is moving. He referred to the work 
which is being done by the charch not only 
tn India but in Ohins, Africa, and Japan. 
ln China, the Gospel was moulding and In- 
flaencing society. [twas mistake, he sald, 
to regard tho Ohinese as a barborous people. 
The better classes of the people were {ntelll- 
gent and thoughtfal. Obina wasa nation 
which would yet exert an Inflaence over 
other nations of the world, In ‘* darke: 
Africa” there was a great work belng don 
Ip concluslun, the speaker mado an earnest 
appeal for means to carry on the work,

The Coroner's Inquest, 


Au Enogutry as to the Cause of Mr. J.B. 
Cronk's Death Commenced, 

Tho inquest to enquire tnto the death of 
Mr. Jacopo B, Oronk was commonood last 
evening, and waa continued for some hours, 
being conducted belore Dr. Youker, cor 
oner. Considerable evidence was taken, 
but nothing now of any great importance 
was browght to light. Mr. M. Wright ap 
peared on behalf of the County Atttorney, 
and Mr, R, O. Clute for the executors and 
Mr, J. F. Wills for the hotrs, 

Goorge Kelly, sworn, sald ho lived in 
Bollovillo, know tho lato J. B, Oronk, be 
{ng hie grandfathor. Ho remembered the 
firo on the 11th inst.; tt was his grand- 
father's residence ; saw a body carried out 
of the ballding ; 
body of his grandfathor, and upon which 
the coroner ordered a post mortem oxamlna- 
tlon to be made, 

Dr. Farley being aworn, sald ho made a 
post mortem oxamination of the body of a 
man at Mr, Frost's warerooms. He des 
cribed how the various parts of the body 
had been burned — the hair burned off the 
head, and whiskers partially destroyed. 
The deceased had been alive during a part 
of the time of the fire. Tho body was fairly 
nourished. He came to his death by as 
phyxiation, and nob otherwise, 

Mr, R,. E. Olarke, grocer, sworn, sald he 
lived In Belleville, on the corner of Hotel 
and Ano Streets, The residence of the late 
J. B. Cronk is situated on tha south alde of 
Hotel 8b., across the road from his place of 
business ; it was a,brick house 2 stories high. 
He remembered about tho fre on the Lith 
{nat, About 6:30 a.m. he was awakened by 
some one rapping on the door of the store, 
He got up and saw smoke Issuing from Mr. 
Oronk's house. He saw through a window 
that the room in the north-east corner of 
the house (in which the bod found,) 
was enveloped by flames. Ho opened the 
front door and went in—found the hall fall 
of smoke—and then opened the door lead- 
ing into the north-east room, but {b 

filled with firo and smoke. He closed 
the door, and chen went back to his atore 
and telephoned for the fire brigade.

Iv is proposed that in~ the United States 
ond Canada all duties shall borelieved from 
fish of all kinds (except fish, preserved in a 
apd from, Osh oil, whale oll, seal oil ani 
other prodacts of fish being the pro- 
duce of fisheries carried on by the 
fishormen of the United States and Canada, 
os woll as from tbhg casks, barrels, 
kegs, cans and other usudi and necessary 
cover containing allor any of the pro- 
ducts above mentioned, and that while the 
aforesaid articles are allowed to be brought 
to the United States without duty by British 
subjects the privilege of entering the ports, 
bays and harbors of the coast of Canada 
shall be accorded to United States fishing 
vossols by small annual loenses, free of 
charge, for the following purposes, namely: 

1, The purebase of provisions, bait, etc,, selnes 
Mined ond all other sipplies and outits, 

2, Transhipment of catch for transport by any 
means of conveyance. 

3. Shipping of crews.

The first of the children’s bodies was 
that of a girl of years, who had been 
strangled, the second was that of ao girl of 
seven, the third that of a boy of five and 
the fourth that of & baby about a year old.

first appearance at Rainhill “he stayed 
at an hotel, where he led a rollick 
ing life, being a» man of free manners 
witha genoral style of wealth, He drank 
plentifully, but not excessively, and was 
always ready for champagne treats. He 
was fond of society, waa a good story-teller, 
having traveled ‘much, and was always 
willing to spin a» yarn, but whon asked 
about himself he ea became 
taciturn, He never gave an inkling of his 
personal history. 

A local newspaper on the occasion of his 
marriage to Miss Mather, whom he 
murdered in Melbourne, tried to 
gt a sketch of his career, 
but Williams refused to give any 
information regarding himself. Ho first 
met Miss Mathor at her mother’s while 
making enquiries as to renting of a villa. 
Williams pretended to act for a mythical 
Colonel Brooks and obtained the tenancy of 
the villa by paying six months’ rent in ad- 
vance. He firniahied only a single room in 
the house. 

Arrived, Mut Never Departed, 

Immediately after he had taken posses: 
sion of the villaay unknown woman with 
two children was seen about tho house. 
Nobody saw them’ arrive or depart 

At about the same time another 
woman visited him at an hotel and 
the two’ partook © of | &° champagne 
luncheon. Williams told the landlord that 
his companion was his sister. This woman 
was soon twice, when she also vanished. 

Proparing for His Victims, 

After taking the villa Williams often left 
the hotel in the morning and would not re- 
turn till evening. His clothing and person 
used to be cO¥ered with dirt and hia bands 
were much bhstered. Heexplained his un- 
tidy Bppentenes by saying that he had been 
engaged in puttingdown new floors in a 
house, 

A laborer has been found who  deposes 
that this statemont was truce, He says that 
Williams called upon him to assist ia work of 
taking up the floors of a kitchen and two 
other rooms, and hired a plasterer to relay 
them in cement. 

These preparations had been completed 
when the victims came on the scene, and 
the murders must have been effected with- 
out delay. 

Williams left the hotel to occupy the 
villa, but in a few days he returned, saying 
that he could not sleep there, that his sister 
and the children had gone to Port Said, and 
that bis plans were unsettled. He after- 
ward returned to the villa, but finally came 
back to the hotel. 

He hurried his: marriage with Miss 
Mather, in fact he went to stay at her 
miother’s three weeks prior to the ceroémony. 

Nuggets of Gold and Diamond Kings. 


The mother was eager for the marriage, 
as Williams made . lavish displays of bank 
notes, nuggets of gold and diamond rings, 
In appearance the man was not, prepossess- 


ing. 

Tia age was cntered on tho marriage re- 
gister as 34, but he looked 44. He ad a 
sallow complexion and his gait was awk- 
ward: 

He did not take: his. bride to the villa. 
He caused a lot. of heavy boxes to be left 
there, which were afterwards to be re- 
moved to 4 place unknown, and left at the 
hotel two traveling bags. These are now 
being closely examined, There are blood- 
stains inside. 

Voisoned Daggers and Knives, 

'Lhere are few clues to the identity of the 
man, "While ho was living at Rainhill he 
went to London. He returned dressed in 
ore regimentals, including a gorgeous 
but faded coat much the worse for wear. 
Williams said this uniform was that of the 
Bengal Cavalry, but evaded making an- 
swers to questions as to what regiment he 
had.werved ip.- He displayed poisoned 
daggers and knives, some of which he left 
at’Rainhill. 

The police are tracing the makers of the 
bags tele by Williams. 

May Be Many More Victinis, 


The kitchen’ cnly' was searched to-day.

steamer on tho Otonabee, connecting with 
Rice Lake ; now there are four and they 
are scarcely capable of doing the business, 
Tho valuo of real estate has doubled with- 
in » year, and in some cases the Increase is 
foarfold within that time. Peterborough 
is to be connected by rallroad with Belle- 
ville ab one polnt and Qobourg at an- 
other. Some exertions haye aleo been made 
to extend the Belleville line to Georgian 
Bay. For this purpose the united counties 
of Peterborough and Victorla have voted 
£100,000, and Belleville £60,000." The 
Review, {n reproducing the foregolng ex 
tract, adds; ‘Peterborough has since 
maintained a good pace and need not droop 
{te plumes in looking backward.” Nolther 
need Orillia be ashamed of hor record dar- 
ing those thirty-nine years. When the 
Grand Junction railway promotersa—one of 
whom was the late Colonel Oameron, of 
Point Mara, and another the late Wm. 
Cottingham, many years Reeve of Emily, 
and Warden of Peterborough and Victoria 
—visited this district, Orillia was a strug- 
gling backwoods settlement, Now it ts 
one of the most thriving and progresslve 
towns in the province. Then people did 
nob belleve that Upper Oanada could afford 
traflio enough to make one railway really 
profitable; and the Grand Trank strang- 
Jed its ** rival.” Now the province Is cov- 
ered with a network of rallways, and the 
{ine from Georglan Bay to Belloville is an 
important feqder of the main iine.

ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


A Fleet of Ironclads in Alexandria Bay— 
That Firman From the Sultan,

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STRIKING TRAINMEN. | 


THE C.P.R. EMPLOVES IN THE WEST 
GO OUT 


The Strike Not Expected to Extend to the 
Eastern Division of the Line—The De 
mands of the Men Outlined—Is @ Gen 
eral Strike Probapie? 


Wixstrec, Man., March 18.—The agita 
tion among the conductors and brakemen 
onthe W division of the Canadian 
Pacific Rail culminated in a strike Wed 
nosday at 12 o'clock, At that hour nearly 
all the conductors and brakemen who had 
not already been dismissed and most of 
the switchmen and yardmen employed on 
that division quit work. It is understood 
that this action was taken against the 
vigorous protest of « large majority of the 
men themselves and in response to the 
command of the representatives of the 
brotherhoods in the United States, who 
have been hero for the pant few days 

What the Mon Demanded. 

The railway men asked that detention 
time be reduced from 12 hours to 10, The 
difference in the monthly salaries asked by 
the mon and offered by the company ix 
shown by the subjoined:

OFFICIALS INTERVIEWED. 


The Officials of the 1 Interviewed in 
Montrea’ 

Mosrneat, March 18,—The news of the 
atrike on the western division of the O.P.R. 
reached the head office in Montreal about 
11 o'clock yesterday. The despatch 
stated that the trainmen, yard and switch- 
men from Fort William to the Rock: 
Mountains had “gone out!’ at 12 o’cloc! 
Wednesday. 

In response to inquiries at the head office 
Mr, Shaughnessy, vice-president, stated 
that by far the greater number of conduct- 
ors and tyinmen now out had been @is- 
missed during the firat of the week in 
accordance with the decision arrived at 
by the management when the lock- 
out was firat threatened. Most of 
the remaining men, he said, had quit 
work Wediiesday. 

Asked as to the extent of the interference 
with the traffic of ‘the road,°Mr, Qhaugh- 
neasy said that tho passenger trains had 
not yet been delayed, but that temporary 
delay was expected, He could say nothing 
for the present as to the cvurse to be pur- 
aned by the com , but was busy in con- 
sultation with Mr. VanHorne, 

Mr. Shaughnessy does not anticipate an 

tension of the atrike to the eastern divi- 
sion. Tho men who'quit work» last night 
are said to have pledged themselves at the 
beginning of the week to remain true to the 
interests of the company and continue 
at work. This is learned irom the state- 
ment of Mr. Shaughnessy that all the men 
who did not promise loyalty to the o 
pany had been dismissed, Now it trans- 
Pires that those whotid agree to continue 
work have since changed their minds and 
“struck,” 

It is claimed that they have been con- 
strained or coerced into doing so by the 
brethren who were dismissed. 

From another source it was learned that 
the conductors and trainmen on the East- 
ern Division, that is from Fort William 
East, hada year ago made similar de- 
mands to these of the western men and 
had similarly decided to strike at a given 
hour on agiven night, but that the. com- 
pany had met their demands and the 
difference was amicably settled. 

Does It Portend Further Trouble? 

The strike is regarded here as the initial 
moye on the part of the varios associations 
of railway conductors, brakemen, baggage- 
men and possibly firemen throughout 
America towards & concerted plan to compel 
the railways to abolish the system of rage 
by a gradual scale. The general ef 
among railway officials is that those organ- 
izations have agreed to demand an incr 
of pay from all roads, and in the event of 
failure to capse a general strike previous to 
the opening of the World’s Fair next year. 

The demand mado on the Grand Trunk 
is that eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work, for which every conductor’ shall 
paid $3 per day, and every trainman $1.75 
perday, In other words, they ask an 
average increase of from 10 to 59 per cent, 
The company offered an increase, but not 
on the lines proposed, and the trainmen 
summoned the heads of their respective 
orders to come here,

men all along the lino in Ontario have been 
endeavoring for some time to have corrected 
what they consider very important grie 
ances, Most prominent among thes 
said to be one brought about. by the porsi 
ent action of the company in keeping down 
expenses” by what, if ‘true, is certainly a 
novel and atthe'same time-unfair method.

she considered a great insult to the great 
statesman after whom tho child was named, 
“who wes no dade," and which she re 
sented to guch an extent that her husband 
thveatened hor with chastisement, and that 
he had refused her money to celebrate the 
meat of July, a terrible thing In Hooaler-

The reply of Olarence Peterman was 
equally Interesting. He avorred that ho 
sold the calf because his: wife tnslated on 
bringing {t into the house and there mak- 
ing a-pat.of it, and he complained that 
she made bread Instead of biscult according 
to thelr anje-nuptidl contract; that she 
locked Grover Oleveland up in a closet one 
day and went hickory nutting with her 
best clothes on ; that eho hid his shaving 
toole and Insisted on his golng to a barber 
to be shaved ; that she cut his hair ragged 
because he shaved himself agains her will ; 
that gho waated a pair of silk avookings and 
made bis life » burden because he would 
not send to Indianapolis for them, 

The evidence on the trial excited the 
risibilities of the audienoé to sach a de- 
gree that the judge was obliged to clear the 
court room. Hg refused the divorce on the 
ground that thore was no statute requiring 
& man to eat bread when he wanted biscuit, 
and warned the couple that they had been 
put together to stay together, and not to 
get ssunder, They went out on the street,

grain, With a desire only to benefit those 
interested In this question, and enable them 
to jadge intelligently as to what Js best for 
them to do, we have corresponded with dif- 
ferent commission merchants and will pub- 
lish thelr correspondence as received. 

Toronto, Maxou 14th, 1892. 
To the Rditor of the Vindicator : 

Woe are in recelpt of your favor of the 
12th inst. In regard to two-rowed barley 
wo would advise farmers to grow it again if 
they are careful about growing it on good 
land and see they have g seed. Wo 
think there Is very little Itkellhood of the 
American duty being reduced, so the 
farmers will be growing six-rowed barloy at 
disadvantage. The shipments of two: 
rowed that we made this year to England 
were satisfactory where the berry was ual- 
form, but 4 great many of the parcels were 
made op, although the average weight was 
heavy they were uneven samples, and we 
regret to easy that the farmers pat in some 
aix-rowed with the two-rowed. If they 
want to make it a success they mueb not 
allow a mixture of this six-rowed with the 
two-rowed. Early in the season we were 
paying [0 to 15 cents per bushel more for 
the best two rowed than we were for the 
beat color slx-rowed. Just now we would 
say there was a difference of five conte per 
bushel {n favor of the two rowed and there 
would be « greater difference {f the farmers 
could give an even sample, Thoy must 
trust to the barley turning out 54 Ibs, in 
wolght. English brewers don't caro for 
leas welght. Yours truly,

the success of this grain upon the English 
market depends malnly upon the honesty 
of the farmer in keeping 1 from mixlog 
with the alx-rowed warlety.

Rates for space are nob yob settled, 
Steamship men are talking 70s, and ex- 
porters 50s. The latter say they can get all 
the ontside boats they requirep but this ts 
the usual claim in the spring, Thero is a 
romor not authenticated that Mr. John 
Crowe has secured fifteen outalde boats for 
May and June, and it is known that some 
outeide steamships have been taken for 
those months. Meny of the shippers by 
the regular lines have written the com- 
panies asking that certain spaces be secu! 
for them, but no rate 1s named.—Montreal

onto. John Oulbertaon was tho grand- 
son of Oaptsin John Doeseronto, 
chief who after tho revolutionary 
led fifteen canoe loads of his pso 
plo to the present Mohawk reserve, 
aod from whom our town dorives {ts name. 
In tho year 1835 John Culbertson recolved 
from the chlefs 800 acres off thé eastern 
end of Tyendinaga reserve. This land sub- 
sequently passed entirely out of the hands 
of the Culbertsons, Archie. as he was 
famlllarly knowa, exchanging a portion for 
the farm recently occupled by him on the 
upper portion of the reserve, About 1830 
John Oulbertaon ballt a wharf west of the 
present flour mill. This was known as 
Calbertson’s wharf. Aboub the year 1837 
he conceived the idea of a yillage about his 
residonce and hada smal! plot surveyed, 
giving the name of Deseronto after his 
grandfathor. Chief Archibald Oulbortson 
was © member of the Mohawk Oounoll for 
several years, He {s survived by his wifo,

Beaux, March 19.—There is a partial 
crisis in the Prussian Cabinet resulting 
from the mecting of the ministers yester- 
day, at which tho Emperor»presided, ‘Lhe. 
subject under discussion at this mecting 
was the primary cducation bill. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi has resigned 

The Cologne Gavette says it is re 
pees among the members of the russian 

iet that the Emperor at yesterday's 
meeting of the Cabinet stated that he did 
not wish the primary education bill passed 
exclusively by a clerical majority. The 
Gazotte expresses the hope that the re- 
signation of Count Von Zedlitz Trutzschler 
will not induce Chancellor Von Caprivi to 
resign. Itndda that it will be an unusual 
event if the Chancellor of the German Em 
En should resign because a single state 
ill bearing the unmistakable stamp of one 
minister did not pass. 

The Tagblatt declares that a majority of 
those present at yesterday's Cabinet Coun- 
cil advocated withdrawal of the primary 
education bill. 

The Post says that the attitude of tlie 
ministers towards the bill has changed a 
majority of the Cabinet now. being opposed 
to Count Von Zedlity Trutzschler’s views. 

Several journals mention Dr. Lucanus, 
chief of the Civil Cabinet, ax the probable 
successor of Count Von Zedlitz 

It now appears certain that Count Von 
Zedlitz Trutzschler resigned his office at the 
termination of the Cabinet Council on 
Thursday, and that he was prompted to 
take this stop by the; statement made by 
Emperor William (King of Prussia) that 
he did not wish the Pepaey, education bill 
passed by a one-sided majority. 

The withdrawal of the bill after forcing 
it through the committee in a practically 
unamended form would be a concession of 
great weakness on. the part of the Govern- 
ment. Chancellor Von Caprivi's attitude 
in regard to the nitich-discussed measure 
having been quite as ‘cided as that of 
Baron Von Zozlitz-Tiutzachler.

Albert Bartram, son of Jack, said his 
father arrived at his house, 119 Emerald- 
street, Hamilton, on the morning of tho 
murder with a load of wood for him. When 
witness came home at noon he found his 
father there. Jack Bartram said nothing 
about his trip down except that he 
missed his turn on the road. Witness said 
his father remained until Wednesday, and 
before he left ‘Thomas Lottridgo arrived 
with another load of wood, for which Jack 

rtram told him he had arranged” at 
Middleport on the Sunday previous. 

Mrs. Alico Bartram, wife of last witness, 
repeated same, and cro#s-examination failed 
to disclose any discropancics in their state- 
ment.

James Cresswell, a Middleport black- 
smith, Awore that neither Douglas nor 
Goosey were at Young's Hotel the night of 
the murder, a8 he was there, George 
Myers corroborated this evidence.

Sir John Thompson Opposes the Bill 


giant 


Sir John Thompson said he was aware 
that this measure was supported by a large 
class, but he failed to see that its adoption 
would benefit any class in the community. 
If woe were sulforing by the operation 
of alien labor’ laws could not 
seo, nor had they been wn, that 
the adoption of ao similar law here 
would mitigate the application of tho 
law in the United States. There 
would be no amelioration or amendment of 
its provisions. On the other hand, while it 
was just now tke policy of the United 
States to restrict emigration to that coun- 
try, it should be our object to attract emi- 
gration of a suitable kind. Mr, Fraser had 
pointed out another defect, and he could 
not see that the clauso that had been 
quoted as covering that defect was at all 
lear or conclusive. It would be difficult 
for persons who require skilled labor to 
first ascertain whether there were not some- 
where in the Dominion persons who plied 
that occupation. They were told that tho 
bill before them was the counterpart of the 
American bill. He could well believe it, 
for it included all the features that 
had made the American measure the 
laughing stock of the civilized world. 
The committee that met two years ago had 
deplored and condemned the American law 
and now it was proposed that we should 
enact o law identical with it. Parliament 
would always be found willing to afford fair 
and proper protection to the workingman, 
but they could consent to no legislation 
which proposed to prevent men coming 
here at their own expense to engage in lines 
of employment. It was particularly un- 
desirable that in the circumstances of their 

resent relations to the United States any 
legislation of this nature should receive the 
assent of Parliament. He believed it was 
a subject capable of friendly adjustinent, 
and representations of the harsh nature of 
the provisions of the United States labor 
law would be made by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. Ho moved the six months’ hoist. 

Mr, Laurier Colucides 

Mr, Laurier agreed in a large mea- 
sure. with what had fallen from the 
leader of the Government. The author 
of the bill had admitted that 
it was of a retaliatory character, He 
thought, however, that @ convenient and 
propitious time to have protested against 
the American Act was during the reoent 
visit of the Canadian Ministers to Wash- 
ington.

Moxtreat, March 23.—The strike on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is spreading east: 
wards and trouble is feared. The assist- 
ance of the mounted police was sought to 
day to assist the railway to keep trains 
running and protect its property. At an 
early hour Sub-Chief Lancy re 1a 
message from Chief Hughes asking him to 
Appoint 30 constables tor special duty out 
side the city This was done, and they 
were drawn up in the guard room, and the 
chief pxplained that as the duty was out: 








sido of the city no one would be compelled 
to go; it was a matter ot choice, 
Each name was called out and 


none declined. They were given time to 
procure clothing for at least two weeks’ 
absence, and each man was provided with a 
revolver in addition to his baton. Tho men 
were then placed on board a special car on 
the “Soo train, which left shortly after 
noon. It is understood that their first 
halting place will be North Bay, from 
which they will proceed to Port Arthur 
and other points. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday another com- 
pany of 100 special constables, who had 
been picked up during the day, went west 
in charge of several officers of the city 
police force. That the company are hay- 
ing trouble may be judged not only 
from the call they have issued 
for police aid but from delay in the passgen- 
ger traffic. The Winnipeg oxpresa is 16 
hours late to-day, and nota guest has ar- 
rived at any of the larger hotels over that 
road from the west since Sunday. 

A message received at head offices yes: 
terday states that the strike is exténd- 
ing east and has now reached Chalk River, 
22 miles west of Poml.roke.and 246 miles 
west of Montreal. 

Norru Bay, March 23,—Quite an amount 
of excitement has been caused over the 
strikehere. Tho freight traffic has ceased 
running toa great extent. Freight and 
passenger trains were mobbed by the | 
strikers yesterday. One scab, as they are | 
called, who was hired by the company to 
take charge of the baggage car going west, 
was attacked by strikers and thrown out of 
the car. 

Freight trains were also mobbed and re- 
volvers were drawn. 

Wuxntrzo, March 23.—In consequence 
of the more serious aspect assumed by the 
trainmen's strike in the Northwest, the

its property in the neighborhood of Rat 
Portage, where violence is not only 


threateced, but the destruction of property 
has already con.menced. ‘Two trains have 
been cut while trying to get in, and the 
men in charge have been pelted with stones 
and threatened with bullets. Some shots 
have even been fired. 

The demand for troops could not be com- 
plied with, and the company has been 
directed to apply to Ottawa. 

Asa matter of fact the strikers have 
taken the law in their own hands here,have 
cuta number of trains to pieces, have 
stoned the new men and in one or two cases 
have fired on the: Some have been in- 
jured.

The nowsmen’s row 
was without a break, while on the floor 
there were but few vacant desks. 
The great attendance had —_ been 
called forth by the nt 
that Mr, Foster was that afternoon to make 
his annual financial statomont 

Mr. Foster opened his remarks with o 
progaic relation of tho financial condition 
that the close of the fisc year, ‘00-91, 
found the Dominion in. Tho revenue had 

to $38,579,310, which was 

the estimate. The 

3,567, a 

In capita 

expenditure there Leen a decreaso as 
compared,with last. year of $1,349,788, 
while the net debt had only increased 
5,000. 

In a former budget speech he had 
prophesied that in the year 1892 the rev- 
enue and expenditure of the country should 
balance each other, He was glad to say 
that his forecast was in process of fulfil- 
ment. The net. interest on the debt for 
each head of the population had been re- 
duced on the figures of tho recent census 
from $1.90 in 1887-88 to $1.76 in "90-91, 
They were thereby ablo to state that they 
were now ablo to keep the whole expendi- 
ture within the revenue and yet provide 
without stint for the public service. 

Tho estimates for the current year are 
for revenue $36,655,000, for expenditure 
$36,650,000. Careful observation had led 
him to believe that the sum of $36,000,- 
000 was likely to be the normal 
revenue of the Dominion for some 
years to come,and it was their business 
now to keep their expencitare within that 
sum, to cut, in fact, their coat according to 
their cloth. 

Speaking of the maintenance of Canada’s 
credit in England ho said it was a matter of 
gratification that during the continued finan- 
cial stringency in London Canadian securities 
had ai higher than those of any other 
colony. While on this topic he desired to 
speak of an unprecedented and remarkable 
circumstance. They had become used to 
the class of persons who journeyed to the 
United States to show the authorities of 
that country where Canada could be most 
fatally stricken. ‘They had become used to 
this, but they were not prepared to meet 
an enemy in the English money market. 
And the enemy had chosen a good time to 
wing the hostile arrow. 

‘The financial market was disturbed; the 
best securities were trembling. The Do- 
minion had floating loans amounting to 
$10,000,000 on that market, which had to be 
renewed. It was a time when a friend of 
Canada, if he could say nothing good of her, 
could at least have held his peace. But 
that was not the et played by the writer 
of the letter in The Boonomist, which he 
(Foster) held in his hand. This was the time 
chosen by the enemy to wing his envenomed 
arrow. Not satisfied with sending the 
letter to The Economist it was also printed 
for circulation in circular form, presumably 
by Sir Richard Cartwright lf, as a 
campaign document against tho intereats of 
the Dominion in England. 

Tho Finance Minister then read spicy 
poses from the letter while Sir Richard 

ept Up @ running commentary of “hear, 
hears.” 

Mr. Yoster wound up the reading of the 
extracts by saying that the hon. gentle- 
man could only have one motive; it 
was to injure Canada in the Mother 
land. Balked and foiled here he had gone 
to the Mother Land to injure our public 
and private credit. He did not hesitate to 
brand the action as unprecedented, de- 
Boies and unpatriotic. He might say to 
the gentlemen opposite, however, that 
while they retained their affiliation with 
the honowable gentleman thoy would not 
have to seek far or wide for the reasens of 
their defeat. 

Passing on to the history of the negotia- 
tions at Washington. Mr, Foster said 
that a short time ago on the invitation of 
the Secretary-of-Stato they had met that 
entloman. Mr. Blaine met them in the 
indest and frankest spirit. Although in 
anything but robust health he gave up a 
reat part of bis time for five days to a 
‘ull, frank and prolonged conference. The 
Canadian ministers iu the first place pro- 

i the renewal of the Reciprocity 
treaty of 1854 with such modifications 
as the change in the timen rendered 
necessary, They were met with the reply 
that reciprocity in naturals products did not 
possess the essential element of reciprocity 
to far as the United States was concerned 
to enable him to entertain it. Mr. Blaine 
then raised the question as to whether they 
were prepared to discuss a wider general 
reciprocity in manufactured articles. The 
Canadian’ delogates discussed this ques- 
tion fully and fairly with Mr. 
Blaine They asked did this mean 
that Canada was to give preferential 
treatment tothe United States involving 
discrimination againat Great Britain. Mr, 
Blaine’s reply was that reciprocity would 
not be reciprocity unless the United Staves 
recdived preferential treatment especially 
asagainst Great Britain. Great Britain 
was their chief competitor as manufactur- 
ors. Under reciprocity the United States 
manufacturers would expect to haye to 
compete in Canada with tho Canadian 
manufacturers and with no others. 
They entered on a discussion of 
the difficulties with which Canada under 
such a reciprocity would be face to face, 
namely, that in entering ‘into a treaty of 
that Kind they would experience a loss of 
a considerable portion of their revenue. 
To this Mr. Blaino replied, Have you no 
other methods of taxation? The reply of 
the Canadian delegates was: ‘‘Yes, there 
are the taxes raised by internal revenue.” 
Mr. Blaino at once said that these would 
have to bo equalized with those of the 
United States, This would involve a further 
loss, As the Canadian taxation of spirits and 
tobacco was higher than the similar taxes 
in the United States another formidable

which carried a precious jewel in its 
head. He then passed on to what 
he called the terennial stocktaking. 
He made oxcellent use of the census 
figures to back up his belief in 
the decrepid condition of this country. He 
declared that a million and a half of Perle 
had been driven from the country. He de 
clared that freo trade with the United 
States was more valuable to Canada than 
trade with all the reat of the world. He 
said the present policy of isolation and hi, h 
taxation had its significant comment on the 
census returns that were Jaid on the 
table, Coming to the history of the negoti- 
ations he said what was most plain- 
ly demonstrated by Mr, Foster's statement 
was the utter disinclination on the part of 
the Canadian Ministers to take any effectual 
atops whatever to obtain reciprocity. Their 
object scemed to be to go to Washington 
to raise all the difficulties they could. If 
they had any definite object in view itwas to 
close the door toany future negotiations that 
might be undertaken. Did anyone ever 
hear ofa Minister of this country asking 
the Minister of a forelnn state how he 
was going to raiso his revenue? He 
ridiculed the fatuousnes of the hon. gontlo- 
man in expecting that he could obtain any 
concessions from the United States without 
iving concessions in return, that ho could 
fooa to gain free access to the American 
marker and only give in return the same 
privileges that were open to all the rest of 
the world. Theessence of a reciprocity 
treaty is to grant something in order that 
we may get something. Surely they would 
haye the decency not to turn to Canada 
into o smuggling ground against the 
United States. Moreover he had graye 
doubts whether the Finance Minister had 
not misunderstood or misrepresented the 
whole conference. He believed that any 
delegation of Canadians could repair to 
Washington, which, while insisting on our 
determination to retain onr autonomy as a 
nation, were, nevertheless, desirous of ex- 
tending friendly trade mutually advan- 
tageous to both,

jocal registrar of the High Court, deputy 
clerk of the Crown, County Court clerk and 
Surrogate registrar shall be entitled to ro- 
tain to hisown use in each year the aggro- 
gate net income from all the offices 
bold by him up to $200; that 
overy registrar of deeds shall bo entitled to 
rota(n to his own uso in each year his net iu- 
come up to $2500; and that every sheriff shall 
be entitled to retain to bisown use in each 
year his not income up to $3000, 

Mr. Ross briefly summarized the purport 
of bis legislation 

Mr, Wood said that anything in this bill 
that was boueficial and moved in right direc- 
tion was due to the action of the press and 
tbe motion introduced by the Opposition at 
the last session of the House. 

The Attorney - Goneral, when this 
matter was brought up at that time, 
had opposed oa change of the 
foo systom, but, owing to the pressure of his 
{rloods ngroed, at the present session to in - 
troduce a bill reducing some of the salaries 
which bis importuners bad considered ex- 
orbitant.

office of $22,054; that from $3000 to #1000 on 
the same basis, there was a difference of 
$6066; that from $4000 to $5000 there was n 
difference of $3195; from $5000 to $6000 n 
difference of $7006; making a total loss in 26 
offices of $15,251. This same criticism was 
applicable to thé registry offices, as far as 
the disbursements of the offices were con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Wood then proposed a system of salar- 
ios in place of foes Phe lowest sus paid to 
any registrar, ho sald, as shown in tho re- 
turns of Inst year, was $305. He proposed 
to commence With $500 for the lowest, § 
for the next grade, then $1000 and on up

as tho highest. The totals presonted, he said, 
made a sum, in each instance, equal to what 
was acknowledged to be received by tho 
registrars thomsclvos.

Trying to Oust Ritchie, 


The Energetic Mining Investor's Friends 
Go Back on Him. aod He Objects to Be- 
log Shut Out of Ofice. 


(Toronto News, March 23. ) 

Behind tho management of the Central 
Onatarlo Rallway there has been a smoulder- 
ing fire for some months, but it burst forth 
to-day at Osgoode Hall with a large amount 
of legal illumination, 

8, J. Ritchle, the mining speculator and 
railway proprietor, of Akron, Ohio, Is pres- 
ident, and the trouble arises over the fact 
that other large shareholders are golng to 
make an attempt to-morrow, at the apnual 
meeting in Picton, to oust Mr. Ritchie from 
the presidency, bat he does not propose to 
rotire without fighting. 

Henry R. Payne, of Cleveland, once s 
great friend of Mr. Ritchfe, but now his 
foremost opponent, says in an affidavit that 
Ritchie has practically been controlling 
the road, and ran {it to sult his own pur- 
pose, while at the same time he holds little 
or no stock, Payne owns 4,500 shares, 
worth $100 each. 

On the other hand Mr~ Ritchie stated 
emphatically to a reporter that ho has a 
total Interest of $1,000,000 In the road ; 
that he owns $200,000 worth of stock, but 
this is hypothecated to Payne, who pro- 
poses to assign it to obher partles before 
to morrow's meeting to enable them to 
qualify as directors. 

Chief Justice Galt was asked to reatrain 
Payne from carrying out such transfers, 
and to confine him to voting on hie 4,500 
Shares, The oppoaltion to Mr. Ritchie, tb 
{a natd, arlses largely out of the fact that he 
wishes to amalgamate his Ontarlo nickel, 
fron and railway interests on the ground 
that they are identical. 

James and George W. MoMullon, of 
Picton, are also interested to the extent of 
half a millfon in the rallway. These four 
parties appears to be the principal share 
holders, but the MoMullens do not appear 
as active parties lo this contest. 

Alexender Manning bullt this road 
originally from Picton to Trenton, 32 miles, 
and sold out to the MoMallens. Tho road 
was subsequently extended to Ooe Hill. 

The argumont was concluded this after- 
noon and the defendant was restrained 
from transferring the hypothecated shares 
but can vote on all the shares he owns. As 
the lattor will probably outweigh what in- 
fluence Ritshle can bring into play at the 
meeting to-morrow, !t Is sald ho will lose 
the presidency.

(From Harper's Basar.) 

ln a very old fashioned work by the very 
old-fashioned Mrs. Hannah More, a book 
which is so utterly devoid of the stock incl- 
dents of fiction that {t would be a wild Ims- 
gination that could now characterize {t as a 
“novel,” the pedantic authoress depicts a 
scene which bas a moral for all who are In- 
terested In the mental growth of children. 
The paps of the lovely young creatars who 
is mildly adored by the very proper and 
eligible Cc'ebs who writes the story is 
blessed with a nomber of other ollve branch- 
es whom he {s training {n the way they 
thould go. To celebrate the birthday of 
his daughter Kate, he has a family gather- 
{og on the trim English lawn, and reads 
“John Gilpin” for the benefit of the little 
mald, who, haying reached the mature age 
of seven, 1s to glve up her childish books 
and be introduced to standard works. By 
the ceromony of publicly bestowlng all her 
baby Iltorature on her younger brothers and 
sisters, little Mistress Kate 1s debarred 
from undue lingering, and belog admitted 
to higher walks of reading at once, there- 
upon realizes the importance of “living” 
up to ber enlarged literature privileges. 

It would be well if every cbild could Marg 
through some euch experience as this. 
With what delight the little écholars give 
up oae reader for another of higher grade, 
and how definoltely the old book ts laid 
aside! Now why should not each one pass 
from nursery books by gentle but always 
ascending steps until the bigh level of 
fictlon is reached, and a taste for the very 
boat formed?

A country farmer wrote this text—Amos 
of Tekoa. He plowed the carth and thresh- 
ed the grain by a-now. threshing-machine 
just invented, as formerly the cattle trod 
Upon the grai He gathered the fruit of 
the sycamore-tree, and scarified it with an 
fron comb just before it-was getting’ ripe, 
aa it was necgssary and customary in that 
way to take from it the bitterness. Ho 
was the son of a poor shepherd, and stutter- 
ed ; but before the stammering rustic the 
Philistines and Syrians, and Phonicians 
and Moabites and Ammonites, and Edonites 
and Israolites trombled. 

Moses was a iaw-giver, Daniel was a 
prince, Isaiah a courtier, and David a king, 
but Amos, the author of my toxt, was a 
peasant, and, as might be supposed, nearly 
all his parallelisms are pastoral, his pro- 
phecy full of the’ odor’ of now-mown hay, 
and the rattle of locusts, and the ramble of 
carts with sheaves, and tho roar of. wild 
beasts devouring the flock while the shep- 
herd came out in their defence, He watch- 
ed tho herds by day, and by night, inhabit- 
ed a booth made out of bushes, so that 
through these branches he could see the 
Stars all night long, and was more familiar 
with them than we who have tight roofs to 
our houses, and hardly ever sco the stars 
except among the tall brick chimneys of 
the great towns. But at seasons of the 
year when the herds wero in special dan- 
ger, ho would atay out in the open field all 
through the darkness, his only shelter the 
curtain of tho night-heaven, with the stollar 
embroideries and silvered tassels of lunar 
light. 

What a life of solitude, all alone with his 
herds! Poor Amos! And at twelve 
o'clock at night, hark to the wolf's bark, 
and the lion’s roar, and the bear's growl! 
und the owl's to-whit-to-who, and the ser- 
pent’s hiss, as he unwittingly steps too near 
while moving through the thickets! So 
Amos, like other herdsmen, got the habit 
of studying the map of the Heavens, be- 
cause it was so much of the time spread out 
before him, He noticed soma atara advanc- 
ing and others receding. He associated 
theirdawn and settling with certain sea- 
sons of the year, He had a poetic nature, 
and heread, night by night, and month by 
month, and year by year, the poom of the 
constellations, divinely rhythmic. But two 
rosettes of stars espocially attracted his 
attention while seated on the ground, or 
lying on his back under the open scroll of 
the midnight. Heavens—the Ploiades, or 
Seven Stars, and Orion, The former group 
this rustic prophet associated’ with the 
spring, as it rises about the first of May, 
The latter associated with the winter, as it 
comes to the meridian in January, Tho 
Pleiades, or Seven Stars, connected with all 
sweetness and joy; Orion, the herald of the 
tempest. The ancients were the more apt 
to study the physiognomy and. juxtaposi- 
tion of the heavenly bodies, because thoy 


thought they had a special influence upon | 


the carth ; and perhaps they were right. 
If the moon every few hours lifts and be 
down the tide of the Atlantic Ocean, and 
the electric storms of the sun, by all 
scientific admission, affect the carth, why 
not the stars have proportionate offect ? 

And there are some things which make 
me think that it may not have been all su- 
perstition which connected the movements 
and appearance of tho heavenly bodies 
with great moral events on earth. Didinot 
a meteor run an evangelistic errand on the 
first Christmas night, and designate the 
rough cradle of the Lord? Did not the 
stars in their courses fight against Sisera ? 
Was it merely coincidental that before the 
destruction of Jerusalem the moon was 
eclipsed for twelve consecutive nights? 
Did it merely happen so that a new star 
appeared in congtellation Cussiopeia, and 
then disappéared just Before King Charles 
IX. of France, who was responsible for St. 
Bartholomew massacre, died ? 

Was it without significance that in the 
days of the Roman Emperor Justinian war 
by the dimnoss 
of the sun, which for nearly a year gave no 
more light than the moon. although there 
were no clouds to obscure it? 

Astrology, after all, may have been 
something more than a brilliant heathon- 
ism, 2 wonder that Amos of the text,

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THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 


It has become the custom, amongst our 
neighbors, for Proaldenta who aro secking 
re-election, to angle tor the anti-Britleh 
vote, by seeking some cause of dispute with 
Britain daring the Presidential year, !n or- 
dor to aroua the passions of the haters of 
everything British, and win tholr support 
in the party convention and at the polls. 
Sach was the course pursued by Mr. Oleve- 
land in 1888, when he threatened to with- 
draw from Oanada the bonding privilege. 
Sovh ts the course which President Harrl- 
son Is now puraulng In connection with the 
Bohring Sea quostlon. 

Reports of warlike utterances come from 
Washington, bat the British diplomatists 
do not manifest any uneasiness, whilst the 
British) public remain anmoved, and the 
British newspapers are a unit, Irrespective 
of politics, in upholding Lord Salisbury's 
Administration tn the position which they 
have taken. 


Much blustering—for political effeot— 
has been indulged In on the other slde of 
the lino, as tothe way in which tho mila. 
called poachers will be dealt with by the 
United States, bat Britain is qufotly pre- 
paring to maintain the rights of the Cana- 
dian seglers, which Sir Charles Tapper has 
urged with his usual ability and force upon 
the [mporlal authorities. 


A despatch from London, on what pur- 
ports to be excellent authority, states, 
under date of the 24h instant, that Rear- 
Admiral Hotham of the Pacific ‘tquadron 
has recelyed {nstractions to protect the 
Oanadisd’ céalers in the event that no ar- 
rapgement can be arrived at with the 
United States. - Lord Salisbury was at 
first inclined nob to take this step and to 
simply leave the matter alone, letting the 
Oanadlana take their oliances of eecapo 
from the American revenue cutters and of 
Mitigation in the American courts. To this 
Sir Charles Tapper, the Canadian High 
Commissiorer, {s sald to have strenuously 
objected. He pointed out that such a 
course would be in marked and dishonor- 
able contrast to the strong foreign policy 
which has characterized Lord Salisbury’s 
Government io other reglons of the world, 
and thata failure to protect British sub- 
jects engaged In an occupation asserted by 
Great Britain to be Jawful would be a 
yirtual abandonment of all claim to Oan- 
adian loyalty, 


Sir Charles Tupper, it is stated by an 
eminent Canadian who is supposed to be 
thoroughly in his confidence, gave Lord 
Salisbury to understand that Canada did 
not ask for bat demanded the protectlon 
of England, and that nothing less than 
complete protection would be satlefactory 
to her people. Should the sealing lasue re- 
salt in war the Canadians would be pre- 
pared to do their part and prove their 
loyalty on land, bat they must look to Eng 
land for defence ab sos. It fs said that 
Sir Charles has convinced the Premler that 
in upholding the right to catch seals In the 
open sea he will have not only the unani- 
moos abd loyal support of Canada but also 
the sympathy of a majority of American 
people, and that the real cause of the war- 
like utterance at Washington is the fofla- 
ence fo Washington councils of the ropre- 
sentatives of the fur seal monopoly. Ad- 
vices have boon received to tho effect that 
the Warepite, tho {i ‘gthip of Resr-Ad- 
miral Hotham, fs now on its way to North 
Pacific wators, and that a strong naval 
force will bo marshalled at Esquimalt to 
bo ready for any hostile demonstration, 
That war will result from tho dispute no 
one belloves. Onteido of the rival Poltical 
camps In the United States, thore ts no ox 
cltement whatover on the subject, despite 
the attempts of the Republican newspapers 
to work up tho subject in Prostdent Har- 
rison's behalf. Osnadians are as cool as 
tho seals which aro the cause of dispute, so 
thore fs no danger of war, and moro par- 
tloalarly so a8 the Senate of the United 
States have recommended tho ratification 
of the treaty which provides for arbitration, 
Tho matter will bo amicably arranged, 
and the Canadian sealers will bo compen- 
fated for the losses which they havo 
{nourred through tho actlon of the United 
States Governmont, 


(BEHRING SEA MA'LTERS. 
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A REPLY 
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Senators Sherman and Gray of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee had an interview 
with thorPresident to-day in regard to the 
treaty of arbitration, 

The Senate spent two and a half hours in 
the further consideration of the Bohring 

Sea arbitration treaty. As a result t 
discussion has nearly reached « conclusion 
and a vote is expected to be taken on the 
Mhotiot to ratify the treaty somo time next 
week. In fact, there did not seem to be 
any sufficient reason why action should not 
have been taken to-day, although it was 
represented that in view of the small at- 
tendance of senators towards the close of 
the session it would be better to defer the 
yote until next week. 

Tho discussion has established a i 
probability that the treaty will be ratitied. 

The senators who oppose it asa whole are 
fow, and their principal representative is 
Senator Felton of California, His opposi- 
tion is based upon the idea that it con- 
templates a possible surrender of the 
absolute rights acquired by the United 
States from Russia. But the most 
formidable opposition to the ratification of 
the treaty is made up of the senators who 
believe that it should be accompanied by a 
resolution directing the Presisident to with: 
hold the exchange of final ratifications until 
Great Britian consents to renew the modus 
vivendi. It has been represented by the 
mombers of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee that the adoption of such a resolu- 
tion would defeat the treaty, for Great Bri- 
ton would never consent to be placed in 
the attitude of renewing the modus vivendi 
through fear of the resulta. These repre- 
sentations have such effect that to-day it 
was made to appear from the trend of tho 
debate that treaty will ultimately be 
ratified without any such condition. How- 
ever, there is still another element in the 
Senate that seeks to follow the ratification 
of the treaty with a resolution Sa | 
the President’s action up to this point ani 
asserting strotigly the purpose of this gov- 
ernment to protect its property in 
tho seals at sll hazards pending arbitration. 
This clement appeared to-day to have 
gathered strength, and it may be that when 
final action is taken upon the treaty some 
such resolution will be adopted, although a 
large number of senators feel that it will be 
unnecessary to do this, as the President is 
already fully satisfied that he has the 
hearty support and co-operation of the Sen- 
ate. Notwithstanding all of the discus- 
sions had the treaty remains technically 
nochanged in its position and advancement 
that is to be recorded is in the approach 
made toward a conclusion of debate. The 
efforts to maintain secrecy continue and 
there haa been talk in executive session of 
erothes investigation into newspaper meth- 
ods, 


In the Senate, 

Wasnixetoy, March 26,—In executive 
session yesterday the Senate com- 
pleted the consideration of the Behring Sea 
arbitration troaty, 

Tn view of absence of a number of sena- 
tors the final vote upon the ratification 
was deferred until Monday. It is under- 
stood a resolution looking to the with- 
holding of the exchange of final ratifications 
until the modus vivendi is renewed will 
accompany the treaty.

Lonvox, March 26.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday Louis John Jennin,

taken any action in Bebring directly in- 
flicting wrongful loss on British subjects, 
and if so to assess the damages incurred 
thereby; that in case the arbitrators shall 
decide in favor of the Government of the 
United States that Government may ask 
them to decide furthor whether tho British 
Government have since 1885 taken any 
action in Behring Sea directly inflicting 
wrongful loss on the United States or their 
lessees, and if so to assess the damages in- 
cuered thereby.” 

Wasnineron, March 27.—The note of 
Sir Julian Pauncefote of June 14, roferred 
to in Lord Salisbury’s reply of the 26th, 
expresses rogret that assurances had net 
beon given that British sealing vessels 
would not be interfered with by the United 
States revenue cruisers in the Behring 
Sea outside of territorial waters during 
the continuance of negotiations, and pro 
testing against any such interference with 
the vessels of British subjects in the 
prosecution of their legitimate industry on 
the high seas. 

The protest expresses the anxiety of Her 
Majesty’s Government to co-operate with 
the Government of the United States in 
such measures as may be found to 
be expedient for the protection 
of the seal _ fisheries. But thoy 
cannot admit the right of the United 
States of their own sole motion to restrict 
for this purpose the freedom of navigation 
of Behring Sea. Tu provesting against 
such interference Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment will hold the Government of the 
United States responsible for the conse- 
quences that may ensue from such inter- 
ference with British vessels. 

Lospox, March 28, —Referring to the re 
ase article between Russia and the 

Jnited States in the matter of the Behring 
Sea question, The St, James’ Gazette to- 
day says; ‘Both sides know that the 
United States is not. goinw te war with 
Great Baitain, but we cannot allow Rusgia 
to interfere.’’ Some of the London papers 
fear a conflict might be precipitated by the 
indiscreet action of nayal officers. Vice- 
Admiral Sir Nowell Salmon has written a 
letter which is published to-day in which 
he says. that tho commanding nayal 
oflicer will be instructed to capture any 
yessel, whatever flag sho sails uuder, that 
he finds catching seals within what the 
United States claims to be mare cluusum, 
using force if necessary, The British com- 
manding ofticor will be ordered to forcibly 
prevent any such interference with British 
vessels. “If both officers execute their in- 
estructions,” Admiral Salmon asks, “how 
an a collision be avoided.”

CHILD MURDER 


Shocking Find at Niagara Falls—The Case 
is Shrouded in Mystery. 


Niagara Fanus, N.¥., March 28,—J. V. 
Banks made a horrible discovery in a field 
at tho corner of Pino-street and VPortage- 
road, near Oakwood cemetery, Wednesday 
afternoon, which has greatly shocked our 
community.

‘Tho fatus 
uppeared to be about six months old and 
was probably a fomale, ‘The body was 
slightly decomposed, and it had probably 
been buried for several weeks.. Owing to 
the carth being frozen the guilty parties 
did not take the pains to bury it very deep. 
The cold weather kept the body in good

Coroner Walsh took ¢harge of the remains 
and empanelled a jury. ‘Lhe inquest wil} 
be held to-night. 

Up to Thursday night Coroner Walsh had 
found no trace of the guilty parties and itis 
extremely doubtful if anything will be 
brought to light at the inquest

If, like old Johnny Appleseed, 
who planted thousands of apple trees in the 
Northwest, he had planted all the wornout 
fields in Tennesse in welnuts, It would be 
the richest State in the Union by far,—

MANY VESSELS BURNED. 


A’ Lighted’ match, Dropped by a Sailor 
Causes Considerable Excitement. 


Barcetona,, March 29,—In the harbor 
here,a sailor on a lighter which, .was trana- 
porting petroloum from an American ship to 

be docks dropped a lighted match on one of 

the barrels. Hike barrel took fire and in al 
moment wa: The) fire leaped. from 
gtem to, stern atd.the crew of the lighter 
jumped and swany ashore or to other boats. 
The lighter drifted around in the harbor, a 
mass of flames, and the burning oil ran out 
op the water, Six vesselsat anchor near 
the spot. where the lighter took fire tried 
to get away, but the rapidity, with 
which tho blazing oil was blown toward 
them left them no time. The corvette 
Thyria caught fire at the water's 
edge and those of the crew oh’ board had to 
gét away on the other sido in small ‘boats 
or jump and swim until picked up.

Russian officials say that with with man 
ageable balloons the whole system of \var- 
faro. will be changed. It is self-evident | 
that none of © the present fortifi 
cations would be . able to  with- 
stand an attack from above thom. 
Shells sould be dropped with almost unerr- 
ing certainty and no city could defend it- 
self from an enomy far up in the air beyond 
the reach of any missile. Even modern 
cannon with their great range could not at 
present be used against balloons, for the 
reason that gun carriages have not been 
made that will allow of a perpendicular 
elevation and the falling shot might prove 
disastrous.

The) guests 
gather, to the ifimber of 700 or 800" in’ the 
hollow. below the Hall where the “slides are 
aitiated.. Near at-hand is the rinks lighted 
with torehes;"where those! who did “not 
want to take’ thé plunge down the sides can 
enjoy themselves. ..Near the slides. a huge 
fire is built; from»three tov eight cords» of 
wood béing piled in the form of w fiyramid: 
Those who waut to attend tho ‘at home,” 
but who are afraid to go,down the,slides or 
not able to. skate keep, close to the. huge 
burning pilo.and, watch. the, rest... There 
may not be a breath of air moving; but the 
glass often shows the mercury’ twenty. de- 
grées below zero; soithat those standing 
near the fire are obliged to ttrnrrapidly 
each portion of the body toward the heat 
to keep from’ freezing. "Torches: are “stuck 
here and theré among the trees, and when's 
puff of Wind moves the flame the shadows 
of the pines and spruces dance upon the 
snow like!huge fantastic goblins.

Each toboggan slide isa sort ‘of’ ‘Jacob's 
ladder, where people are constantly ascen- 
ding and decending. ~The climb. is tire- 
some and téediotis, and while one loug row 
of people are going up, the “‘swis,” “awis,” 
of the decending toboggans can be, heard 
with a few seconds between each sound, 
‘The head of the slide is small snd there is 
not’even standing room) for all who are 
waiting for’their turn to go down.

The local insti 
tutes had been succossful, but the Govern- 
ment had no right to také to itself all the 
glory. The municipalities had to contribute 
balfthe expenses incurred. 

Mr. Sprague said the Government was 
coflainly moving in the direction \he resolu- 
tion takes, The farmers had the same privi- 
leged as any other trade or calling in the 
province and they asked or coveted no more. 

The Discussion Waxed Warm. 

On the debate on Mr, MoLeuaghan'y ino 
tion, re better education for farmers’ sons’ 
being resuined after supper, Mr. Mis- 
campbell rose and quoted from the report of 
a committees of the Central Farmers’ Insti- 
tute to abow that farmers were calling for 
technical education for their sous.

Ortawa, March 31 Tho proceedings 
at the first meeting of the Public Accounts 
Committee since its organization this ses 
sion would go to show that. the Liberals 
aro after more svaudals, Mr Somerville, 
one of those who was most active in bring 
ing out the disclosures of last session, 
moyod that all witnesses summoned before 
the committee bo examined on oath.

Mr. Somerville moved for particulars of 
$5000 advanced to The Gazette, Montreal, 
on account of printing the geolog: report, 
and also for the amount of $62,212 and 
$215,824 for advertising and printing done 
by other than\the Government Printing 
Bureau, 

Mr. MeMullen moved for monthly copies 
of the Intercolonial Railway pay lists for 
the 12 months ending Juno last, as well as 
for lagal expenses and advertising in con- 
nection with the road. 

Sir Richard Cartwright questioned the 
propriety of the Government granting loans 
to Messrs. Davis & Son,contractors,Oltawa, 
and O'Neil & Campbell, even if security 
was granted for the same. He moved for 
the papers in connection with the payment 
of $62,000 to the persons named. 

Mr. Bowell explained that such @ polic 
as was pursued in this caso had been fol- 
lowed in the past. 

Mr. Somerville moved for the accounts 
and correspondence connected with the 
payment of $3045 to Sir Charles Tupper on 
account of the Washington négotiations.

Mr. Abbott in reply traced the trans- 
actions with Newfoundland step by atep 
from the passage of the firat bait act in 
1866, and’ showed that throughout the 
Canadian ernment had acted with the 
utmost forbearance. In conclusion he said 
that guile recently the Government had re- 
ceived « quasi-confideatial communication 
from London suggesting a 
ence, which had been acted upon 
upfortanately Mr. Har of the 
foundland Government had left for home 
before anything could be done. Since then 
the Ottawa Government bad oxpressed its 
willingness to appoint 4 representative to 
the conference, and said if Newfoundland 
agreed to discuss th attor all orders-in 
council discrim ting against Newfound 
land fish products will be revoked. He 
had reason to believe the Newfoundland 
Government, through the medium of Lord 
Knutsford, had communicated this intelli 
gence proper authoritic 
part ho hoped a full and free disc 
would result in a satisfactory solutic 
the whole question. Ho earnestly 
that all causos of friction would be removed 
and hoped that the day was not far distant 
when Newfoundland might express a desire 
to join her fortunes with thus 
rounding off and completing the Dominion.
